Tae optimism of these volumes is in wel- 
come contrast to the grumbling and pessim- 
ism that are nowadays so plentiful in books 
and current talk. Of course Miss Cobbe can 
say hard things on occasion. She is some- 
times unjust in her condemnation of people 
whohave differed from her on questions about 
which she has strong convictions, especially 
those opposed to the anti-vivisection crusade 
which she has been leading for nearly 
twenty years; and when she is writing on 
this subject she seems to believe that there 
is a scientific hell on earth, if not also a 
place of everlasting torment exclusively 
reserved for men of science. But, on the 
other hand, of the world at large and 
its prospects she takes a kindly and 
hopeful view; she is more anxious to 
speak well than to speak ill of those she 
has known, generally finding excuse for 
them when she cannot praise; and she 
“distinctly affirms” that in her own case, 
as in the case of others, “life is worth 
living.” There is a healthy and buoyant 
one in her autobiography which makes it 
decidedly refreshing to read, and though it is 
fairly supplied with smartly-told anecdotes 
and instructive records of the philanthropic 
and other work in which she has been en- 
gaged, its chief value is in the light it 
throws on the growth of her own character. 
“Thave tried to make it,” she says, ‘“ the 
tue and complete history of a woman’s 
existence as seen from within” ; and that it 
8 very notably. Without arrogance, but 
with no sham humility, Miss Cobbe naively 
and straightforwardly tells us how she has 
endeavoured to get solid benefit to herself 
a8 well as to others out of her life, and now 
the is able to say, as few of us could say 
with truth, ‘‘I would gladly accept the per- 
mission to run my earthly race once more 
m beginning to end, taking sunshine 
and shade just as they have flickered over 
the long vista of my seventy years.” 
_ Thirty-five of those years were passed 
thiefly in Ireland. Miss Cobbe’s father 
was the well-to-de and highly respected 
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squire of Newbridge, twelve miles north of 
Dublin, and there she lived until his death, 
except while she was at school in Brighton, 
and during a short term of exile conse- 
quent on his discovery that she had ceased 
to believe in the Trinity. Before she was 
out of her teens she began to think for 
herself. Having been taught little but 
deportment and dancing at school, as soon 
as she was at home again she entered on a 
course of self-education in Latin, Greek, 
and modern literature—the study of Kant 
and other metaphysicians, and after them of 
writers like Theodore Parker, being espe- 
cially attractive to her. These unorthodox 
pursuits, or rather the heresies they led to, 
were kept quiet during the lifetime of a 
gracious and invalid mother whom she 
shrank from distressing; but as soon as she 
felt herself free to speak, she refused to make 
a profession of creeds she no longer held. 
The result of her boldness was that she was 
sent to live for about a year with one of her 
brothers; and though the breach was at 
length so far healed that she was allowed 
to go home again and keep house for her 
father, she continued to be till his death 
‘in a sort of moral Coventry.” She found 
relief, however, in writing more or less 
learned treatises, the first—or the first that 
she cared to publish—being an ‘ Essay on 
the Theory of Intuitive Morals,’ which was 
issued anonymously in 1855, and caused 
much stir among critics, of whom “ not one 
had a suspicion they were dealing with 
a woman’s work.” 

Miss Cobbe found time, in the midst of 
her domestic duties and literary occupations, 
to look after the people on her father’s 
estate, he being apparently a generous 
landlord, and she gives an interesting and 
pathetic account of her experiences in the 
years of famine and threatened rebellion. 
She tells us a good deal also, and very 
amusingly, about the ‘‘gentry ”” with whom 
she associated a generation ago, and her de- 
scription of ‘Ireland in the Forties,” viewed 
from an amiable Tory’s standpoint, throws 
some light on the social developments of the 
present day. 

When herfather died in 1857 she struck out 
a fresh career for herself with characteristic 
energy. She had now only an income of 
2007. a year; and ‘for a woman who had 
always had every possible service rendered to 
her by a regiment of well-trained servants, 
and had had 130/. a year pocket money 
since she left school, it must be confessed 
that this was a narrow provision.” Her 
father had expected that she would live on 
at Newbridge with her brother ; “ but,”’ she 
says, ‘‘such a plan was entirely contrary to 
my view of what my life should thenceforth 
become, and I accepted my poverty cheer- 
fully enough.” She cut off most of her hair, 
“being totally unable to grapple with the 
whole without a maid,” and started on eleven 
months’ economical travel as ‘‘a lone 
woman” in Italy, Egypt, Palestine, and 
Greece. This ‘‘ Wanderjahr” was in every 
way profitable to her, and at its close she 
settled down to congenial work as Miss 
Carpenter’s helper in the reformatories and 
ragged schools which that excellent woman 
had opened at Bristol. In conjunction with 
Miss Elliot, moreover, she devoted much 
time during three or four years to work- 





house visiting and the care of workhouse 


girls—exercises in practical philanthropy 
which Miss Twining and others were then 
bringing into vogue. These useful occupa- 
tions, however, were put an end to by an 
accident small in itself, but most disastrous 
in its consequences. In stepping out of a 
train Miss Cobbe sprained her ankle, and 
the improper treatment it received from 
the Bristol surgeon shesent for soaggravated_ 
the injury that she had to go to London for 
‘““the best advice.” That “advice” only 
caused more mischief, and she had to hobble 
about on crutches, trying baths in Savoy 
and other expedients throughout four years, 
until she consulted Sir William Fergusson, 
whosaid, “‘If you had gone to nobody and not 
bandaged your ankle, but merely bathed it, 
you would have been well in three weeks.” 
The hint was acted upon, and with good 
result. Before long the crutches were dis- 
pensed with, but Miss Cobbe had a reason- 
able grudge against the doctors for having 
caused her ‘‘ four years of miserable help- 
lessness and the breaking up of her whole 
plan of life.” 

Happily she was able to make new plans 
and carry them out successfully. While 
at Bristol she had written articles in Mac- 
millan on the subjects that then specially 
interested her, and when she was debarred 
from more active employment, she found 
plenty of work for her pen. She became a 
contributor to several magazines and news- 
papers, her principal occupation between 
1868 and 1875 being as leader-writer for 
the Echo. Out of the articles which she 
thought best worth preserving she made 
several books ; and other books, on religious 
and social themes, were freshly written. 
She has reason to be proud of her work as 
an author and a journalist, by which, she 
says, ‘‘I suppose in my whole life I have 
earned nearly 5,000/.”; and its literary 
merits, considerable as these are, are of 
less account than its honesty and its useful- 
ness. Perhaps her most ephemeral writing 
has been the most valuable. In these 
sentences she takes a true and only too 
modest view of her literary and journalistic 
achievements :— 

‘‘T have done very little in any other way 
than to try to put forward—either at large ina 
book or in a magazine article, or, lastly, in a 
newspaper-leader—which was always a minia- 
ture essay, —an appeal for some object, an 
argument for some truth, a vindication of some 
principle, an exposure of what I conceived to 
be an absurdity, a wrong, a falsehood, or a 
cruelty. At first I had exaggerated hopes of 
success in these endeavours. Books had been 
a great deal to me in my own solitary life, and 
I far over-estimated their practical power. 
When editors and publishers readily accepted 
my articles and books, and reviewers praised 
them, I fancied, (though they never sold very 
freely,) that I was really given the great privi- 
lege of moving many hearts. But by degrees 
as years went on I felt the sorrowful limitation 
of literary influence. Sometimes I was wild 
with disappointment and indignation when 
critics lauded the ‘style’ of my books while 
they never so much as noticed the purpose for 
sake of which I had laboured to make them 
good and strong literature.” 

In two chapters, entitled ‘‘The Claims 
of Women” and ‘The Claims of Brutes,”’ 
Miss Cobbe sets forth in detail the share 
she has taken in two modern ‘‘ movements ” 
which appeared to her almost more im- 





portant than any others. She was one of 
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the pioneers in the agitation for ‘“‘ women’s 
rights,” basing her appeal for the political 
enfranchisement of her sex on a conviction 
that, until women have a voice in the 
legislature, their social wrongs will not be 
redressed. To this conviction she was led 
by her experience of the treatment of 
female paupers and criminals in Bristol ; 
but though ever since 1862 she has been a 
““woman suffragist,’”’ she has been more 
concerned in efforts to obtain from our 
masculine Parliament removal of some of 
the hardships pressing upon women, and 
the exploit in this direction to which she 
says that she “looks back with most satis- 
faction” is the new Matrimonial Causes 
Act, passed in 1878. It was mainly through 
her persistence that this measure of ‘‘ pro- 
tection for unhappy wives, beaten, mangled, 
mutilated, or trampled on by brutal hus- 
bands,” was obtained. In recent years, 
however, she has been even more zealous 
in pleading the cause of ‘ tortured brutes ”’ 
than in championing that of oppressed 
women. Whatever may be thought of her 
crusade, and however reckless and indis- 
creet may be her opposition to every form 
of vivisection, the energy and singleness of 
purpose with which she has devoted her- 
self to the enterprise are much to her 
credit. 

Throughout her busy life Miss Cobbe has 
made many friends and been happy in her 
friendships, and these are pleasantly de- 
scribed in her volumes. She is a genial 
and humorous gossip in spite of her 
seriousness. 

In Rome Miss Cobbe made the acquaint- 
ance of several famous people, and in 
Florence she was intimate with Mrs. 
Somerville and many others, as well as the 
Brownings :— 

** Among our most frequent visitors was Mr. 
Browning. Mrs. Browning was never able to 
drive so far, but her warm friendship for Miss 
Blagden was heartily shared by her husband 
and we saw a great deal of him. Always full 
of spirits, full of interest in everything from 
politics to hedge-flowers, cordial and utterly un- 
affected, he was at all times a charming member 
of society ; but I confess that in those days I 
had no adequate sense of his greatness as a poet. 
I could not read his poetry, though he had not 
then written his most difticult pieces, and his 
conversation was so playful and light that it 
never occurred to me that I was wasting pre- 
cious time chatting frivolously with him when I 
might have been gaining high thoughts and in- 
struction. There was alwaysa ripple of laughter 
round the sofa where he used to seat himself, 
generally beside some lady of the company, 
towards whom, in his eagerness, he would push 
nearer and nearer till she frequently rose to 
avoid falling off at the end! When we drove 
out in parties he would discuss every tree and 
weed, and get excited about the difference be- 
tween eglantine and eglatere (if there be any), 
and between either of them and honeysuckle. 
He and Isa were always wrangling in an affec- 
tionate way over some book or music; (he was 
a fine performer himself on the piano), and one 
night when I had left Villa Brichieri and was 
living at Villa Niccolini at least half-a-mile off, 
the air, being in some singular condition of 
sonority, carried their voices between the walls 
of the two villas so clearly across to me that I 


actually heard some of the words of their quarrel, | 
and closed my window lest I should be an | 


eavesdropper. I believe it was about Spirit- 
rapping they were fighting, for which, and the 
professors of the art, Browning had a horror. 
I have seen him stamping on the floor in a

which have fallen to my lot that Tennyson 
asked leave, through his son, to pay me a visit. 
Needless to say I accepted the offer with grati- 
tude and, fortunately, I was at home, in our ; 
little house in Cheyne Walk, when he called on 
me. He sat fora long time over my fire, and 
talked of poetry ; of the share melodious words 
ought to have in it; of the hatefulness of scien- 
tific cruelty, against which he was going to 
write again; and of the new and dangerous 
phases of thought then apparent. Much that 
he said on the latter subject was, I think, 
crystallised in his ‘Locksley Hall Sixty Years 
Later.’ After he had risen to go and I had 
followed him to the stairs, I returned to m 
room and said from my heart, ‘Thank God !’ 
The great poem which had been so much to me 
for half a lifetime, was not spoiled ; the Man 
and the Poet were one. Nothing that I had 
now seen and heard of him in the flesh jarred 
with what I had known of him in the spirit.” 

While she was living in London, Miss 
Cobbe says that she dined out on an 
average about two hundred times a year, 
and in this way, as well as in her graver 
pursuits as a social reformer, she met nearly 
‘‘everybody that was anybody”—among 
them Mill, Cairnes, and the Fawcetts, Dar- 
win and Lyell, Dean Stanley, Cardinal 
Manning, and (her special friend among 
philanthropists) the late Lord Shaftesbury, 
about all of whom, and a score of others, 
she has pleasant things to say, and says 
them well. This is a particularly interesting 
paragraph :— 

‘*One day, while I was still a miserable 
cripple, I went to dine in Regent’s Park and 
came rather late into the drawing-room full of 
company, supported by what my maid called 
my ‘best crutches!’ The servant did not know 
me, and announced ‘ Miss Cobble.’ I corrected 
her loudly enough for the guests to hear, in 
that moment of pause: ‘No! Miss Hobble!’ 
There was of course a laugh, and from the little 
crowd rushed forward to greet me with both 
hands extended, a tall, slender, stooping figure 
with that well-known face so full of feeling and 
tenderness—Charles Kingsley. ‘At last, Miss 
Cobbe, at last we meet,’ he said, and a moment 
later gave me his arm to dinner. This greeting 
touched me, for we had exchanged, as theo- 
logical opponents, some tolerably sharp blows 
for years before, but his large, noble nature 
harboured no spark of resentment. We talked 
al] dinner time and a good deal in the evening, 
and then he offered to escort me home to South 
Kensington—a proposal which I greedily ac- 
cepted, but, somehow, when he found that I 
had a brougham, and was not going in miscel- 
laneous vehicles (in my best evening toggery !) 
from one end of London to the other at night, 
he retracted, and could not be induced to come 
with me. We met, however, not unfrequently 
afterwards, and I always felt much attracted 
to him; as did, I may mention, my friend’s | 
little fox terrier, who, travelling one day with 
her mistress in the Underground, spied Kingsley | 





her usual safe retreat under the seat made 

straight to him, and without invitation, leaped | 
on his knee and began gently kissing his face! | 
The dog never did the same or anything like it 
to any one else in her life before or afterwards. 
Of course, my friend apologised to Mr. Kingsley, 
but he only said in his deep voice, ‘ Dogs always 
do that to me,’—and coaxed the little beast |

| kindly, till they left the train.” 


There are very few unkind sentences in |

St. Pauls Cathedral and Old City Life. By 
W. Sparrow Simpson, D.D. (Stock.) 


Tat a great many more people read with 


| interest anything connected with the his 


of Old St. Paul’s and its associations, even 
down to the minutest detail, than care to 
contribute towards the fulfilment of the de. 
sign of the great architect who reared the 
present edifice, is clear from the way in 


| which two little volumes, similar to that 


now before us and by the same author, 
have been received by the public. ‘Chapters 
in the History of Old St. Paul’s’ appeared 
in 1881, and the publisher, we are told, hag 
been relieved of every copy. ‘Gleanings 
from Old St. Paul’s’ followed in 1889, and 
of this only a few copies remain on hand; 
and now a third volume appears to complete 
what the author calls a “trilogy.” 

The book opens with what appears to be 
little more than a reprint of a paper read by 
Dr. Simpson before the Society of Anti- 
quaries in 1887, the subject being an in. 
ventory of the contents of the Treasury of 
St. Paul’s taken in 1245. The inventory 
itself is printed im extenso in vol. 1. of the 
Archaologia. Extracts from other inven- 
tories of the Cathedral property, made be- 
tween 1295 and 1803, followin thesucceeding 
chapter, where an account is also given 
(from the Gentleman’s Magazine) of a sacri- 
legious burglary committed in 1810, where- 
by the Cathedral lost some, if not most, of 
its finest plate. Dr. Simpson himself dis- 
covered in 1863, behind one of the heavy 
plate chests originally made fast to the 
wall, a skeleton key, which doubtless 
formed part of the stock-in-trade of the 
exploiters on that occasion. 

Between the Corporation and St. Paul's, 
as also between the Corporation and the 
various religious houses within the City’s 
walls, there always existed a close bond of 
union, and this association is illustrated by 
Dr. Simpson by extracts from the City’s 
records, with the originals of which he 
proves himself personally acquainted. He 
shows, for instance, from the City’s ‘ Liber 
Albus’—compiled by John Carpenter when 
Richard Whitington was Mayor in 1419 
(not compiled by Carpenter and Whitington, 
as Dr. Simpson inadvertently puts it)—that 
it was the custom in early days for every 
new Mayor to visit St. Paul’s the day he 
was sworn into office, there to offer a De 
profundis for the soul of the Bishop of 
London by whose intercession the City 
obtained its charter from the Norman con- 
queror, and thence to proceed to the church- 
yard and offer a similar prayer at the tomb 
of Gilbert Becket, father of the more famous 
Thomas the Archbishop, and erstwhile Port- 
reeve of the City. The civic authorities 


| were constant in their attendance at the 


Cathedral services, and never a prince was 
born or victory won but they were present 
at the solemn service of thanksgiving. On 
such occasions the members of the livery 
companies were also there in large numbers, 


hoods, and added colour to the scene. Nor 
were these ceremonies a mere form; they 
were impressed with a deep religious cha- 
racter, as Dr. Simpson testifies :— 
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” “No one can read the history of the institu- 
tions of the City of London, its companies and 

lds, without being impressed by this feature. 
The rites and ceremonials of religion were inter- 
woven into civic as well as into domestic life. 
The City Guilds were in their origin, and indeed 
in their practice, intimately associated with the 
Uhurch.” 


Kings and queens were in the habit of 
paying more frequent visits to the Cathedral 
in the City than to Westminster Abbey. It 
was there that Henry VIII. and the French 
ambassadors attended mass—in state ‘‘ too 

ificent for description” —in 1518, the 
day before the solemn farce was carried out 
at Greenwich of marrying the infant 

Princess Mary to the Dauphin. Just 
seventy years later, Queen Elizabeth attended 
a thanksgiving service in the same place 
for the defeat of the Armada, and 
after prayers listened to a sermon 

reached by the Bishop of Salisbury at 

aul’s Cross. In 1620 King James inti- 
mated his intention of attending service at 
§t. Paul’s on Sunday, March 26th. The 
object of his visit was much canvassed at 
the time, both by Catholics and Protestants. 
The former thought that it must be to hear 
asermon in favour of the proposed Spanish 
match. The latter cherished the hope that 
if might be to exhort the citizens to give 

ecuniary support to the King of Bohemia. 

th parties were wrong. The real object 
of the King’s visit was to raise money for 
restoring the Cathedral itself, which ever 
since 1561, when the sacred edifice was 
struck by lightning, had been left in a more 
or less imperfect state of repair. The visit 
gave rise to a ‘fantastic production” in 
prose and verse by Henry Farley, in which 
the deplorable condition of the Cathedral is 
depicted, and its restoration encouraged. 
Dr. Simpson favours us with some extracts. 
The booklet is scarce (although a copy is 
preserved in the Guildhall Library), but its 
value chiefly lies in its woodcuts (of which 
there are two varying but slightly from 
each other) representing Paul’s Cross. This 
and three other representations of the Cross 
are reproduced from various sources in Dr. 
Simpson’s volume, as being the only illus- 
trations known to have been issued whilst 
the Cross was yet standing. He also gives 
us, by permission of Mr. Penrose, surveyor 
to the fabric of St. Paul’s, a plan showing 
the exact position of Paul’s Cross in refer- 
ence to Old St. Paul’s and to the existing 
Cathedral, as determined by Mr. Penrose, 
after careful excavation, in 1878. 

In addition, there is a chapter on the 
chantries of St. Paul’s from recently dis- 
covered statutes by Dean Colet—the text of 
which is printed in vol. lii. of the Archeologia; 
& chapter on chained Bibles in the Cathe- 
dral, and another on London hermits and 
anchorites; whilst under the heading of 
“miscellanies’”” Dr. Simpson furnishes 
(among a number of less considered trifles 
connected with St. Paul’s) an account, to be 
found among the Cole MSS. in the British 

useum, of the Duchess of Cleveland’s visit 
to St. Paul’s in 1675, and of her eccentric 
behaviour when viewing the exposed 
remains of Bishop Braybroke. If what we 
have heard of the original story be correct, 
We fully concur with Dr. Simpson when he 
says that ‘it cannot be printed in extenso.”’ 

There is little fault to be found with the 


way in which the work has been compiled, 
although occasionally Dr. Simpson trips. 
On p. 47, for instance, he appears to have 
read “panno jauvensi’”’ for januensi (7.e., 
Genoese). Again (p. 87), he gives the name 
of the Mayor in the first year of Elizabeth 
as ‘‘ Holthorne.”” There was no Mayor of 
London of that name. He has evidently 
misread the name Hoberthorne, as well as 
the date “1 E. vj.” for 1 Elizabeth. We 
could have wished, too, that our author had 
adduced some better authority for his state- 
ment that the titles of ‘‘ Lord” and “ Right 
Honourable” were first conferred upon 
Alderman Legge (or Leggy) in the year that 
the battle of Crecy was fought and won than 
the late Mr. J. E. Price, who himself only 
mentioned it as an on dit. 








DT? Education des Classes moyennes et dirigeantes 
en Angleterre. Par Max Leclerc. (Paris, 
Colin & Co.) 

In educational, even more than in political, 

matters it is profitable to see ourselves as 

others see us—for educational methods and 
habits are flexible, amenable to that free 
trade in ideas of which Goethe was the 
prophet, to an extent to which we hardly 
ever attain in politics: nations, in a word, 
are not jealous of one another’s mental pro- 
gress as they are of their material power. 

If, as we are apt to think, we are misunder- 

stood by the French politically, the present 

volume affords abundant evidence that such 

Frenchmen as M. Emile Boutmy and M. 

Leclere can survey the rather confused 

field of English education with a lucid sym- 

pathy and intelligence which leave little to 
be desired. In some respects, indeed, we 
think the survey too sympathetic, too con- 
ducive to English self-complacency. But 
the truth is that both writers are vividly 
conscious of certain defects in French 

schools—defects almost inseparable from a 

system which aims at uniformity above all 

things—and they view the strange diversity 
of the English schools with a sort of longing. 

M. Boutmy, in his extremely interesting 

“ Avant-Propos” to M. Leclerc’s volume, 

sums up this feeling in a sentence: ‘‘ Nos 

voisins ont eu cette fortune que, ]’Etat 
s’étant pendant de longues années désin- 
téressé de l’instruction publique, aucun type 
artificiel et uniforme n’a été imposé d’en 
haut aux écoles.”” It is perfectly true; but 
we think that M. Boutmy, in his generous 
admiration for some of the results of our 
English education, hardly realizes how 
heavy a price we have paid for our com- 
parative freedom from State control: how 
stagnant, how deficient in ideas, how slow 
to adopt necessary reforms and indispensable 
subjects, even our best-known public schools 
have been; how, but for the eventual pres- 
sure of the State, they would in all proba- 
bility be still ignoring science and despising 
modern languages and even English litera- 
ture. It is not possible to measure the loss 
caused by their long resistance, but we can- 
not ignore it, in endeavouring to adjust the 
balance of advantages which M. Boutmy. 
generously inclines in our favour. Never- 
theless, his conclusion as to the French 
and English systems is most interesting. 

Reckoning the school age as from nine to 

eighteen, he considers that during those 





years the French boy is better ‘turned 


| 


' 














out,’ more methodically equipped in more 
subjects ; but that the English boy, having 
enjoyed more liberty, less surveillance, more 
open-air life, is far more apt to continue his 
studies or take up new ones after the period 
of compulsion is over :— 

‘Jeunes gens et hommes faits en Angle- 
terre sont uniformément moins bien pourvus 
que les ndtres en culture générale; ils sont 
moins capables de parler sur tout, moins enclins 
& se faire Villusion qu’ils s’entendent A tout. 
Mais...... ils ont un extraordinaire ressort moral 
qui les rend capables d’entreprendre aprés coup 
une longue étude, voire méme une seconde 
éducation, et de ne jamais dire: ‘il est trop 
tard.’ ” 


We rather hope than believe that such 
are the characteristics of English youths, 
but we entirely assent to M. Boutmy’s doc- 
trine that it matters less what one knows 
at nineteen than what one is prepared to 
learn at and after that age; and we think 
with him that ‘‘M. Max Leclere doit étre 
remercié pour avoir apporté de nouvelles 
preuves d’une vérité pédagogique trop 
souvent méconnue.” 

After a brief résumé of the history of 
English schools, and a summary of the 
situation as it appeared to the Commissioners 
between 1860 and 1870, M. Leclere divides 
his survey into three parts, subdivided into 
twenty-one chapters. Part I., ‘‘ Les Méthodes 
d’Education,” begins with an interesting 
comparison between the French and the 
English home life. According to M. Leclere, 
the French child is treated with passionate 
affection and watchful supervision; every- 
thing, including his own liberty and de- 
velopment, is sacrificed to his well-being of 
the moment. The English child, on the 
other hand, is indulged with the luxury of 
confidence early: ‘‘On ne le surveille pas 
pour ’empécher de tomber; on ne lépie 
pas pour le prendre en faute.” And the 
result is thus graphically summed up :— 

‘¢ Ainsi toute la vie de l’Anglais se passe & 
apprendre ou & enseigner la self-help: aide-toi. 
Dés la nursery, le jeune Anglais est entrainé 
l’action ; tout est, pour lui, principe d’activité.” 
It is clear—rather from his tone than from 
any direct statement to that effect—that M. 
Leclere distrusts the French method; it is 
timely to remark this in days when a 
certain leaning towards it is observable in 
England. It appears to us that these vary- 
ing theories of nursery education are mainly 
maternal, and depend, therefore, upon the 
different ideals of womanhood and of 
female education dominant in France and 
England respectively. 

Part II., ‘“‘ Les Ecoles et les Régions,” is 
of high educational interest. It is a survey 
—rapid, but not superficial—of the great 
English boarding schools, with special re- 
ference to Harrow, Eton, and Marlborough ; 
of London day-schools, with special refer- 
ance to University College School, Dulwich 
College, and the Cowper Street School; of 
the educational condition of Birmingham, 
Liverpool, and the industrial centres of the 
North, such as Bradford and Leeds; of the 
agricultural districts, represented by Devon- 
shire and Somerset; and of Bristol, as a 
typical “ port commercial du second ordre.” 
+ closes with a concise chapter called ‘‘ Com- 
paraison et Différences,” in which M. Leclere 
tells some home truths to both nations. 
He finds English education more expensive, 
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and less highly valued, than French educa- 
tion; the French bourgeoisie grudge the cost 
of their children’s training less than “les 

hilistins d’outre-Manche.’’ On the other 
land, he thinks the English education bears 
a later, but more lasting crop, and that the 
instinct of learning is not so soon put aside 
on this side of the Channel. Nothing can 
be neater than his summing-up of the two 
nations’ respective foibles :— 

‘*Si nous avons la superstition des diplémes, 

si nous croyons volontiers et comme instinctive- 
ment & la vertu infaillible des connaissances 
scolaires, l’Anglais a la superstition de la vie 
pratique.” 
In his estimate of our more expensive and 
aristocratic boarding schools we find almost 
the only trace of bias in this singularly un- 
prejudiced book; if there be another, it is 
in the political details in the final chapter, 
especially in the section called ‘Les Ré- 
formes proposées.’’ But the sketch of Eton 
seems to us acrimonious, and therefore 
probably unjust ; one would almost suppose 
that M. Leclerc had surveyed Eton under 
cynical guidance. The truth is, we imagine, 
that he is very averse to the ‘‘note” of 
aristocratic pretentiousness; and where he 
discerns it, he hardly discerns anything 
else, but breaks out thus: “Il régne ici 
une atmospkére de faux enthousiasme, 
d’admiration conventionnelle, de snobisme.” 
This is petulance rather than criticism; the 
better side of school life hides itself from a 
man judging in this temper. It is not that 
he hits the wrong foibles or dwells on non- 
existent evils, but that he thinks all the en- 
thusiasm false where there is some false 
enthusiasm. That his prejudice is social, 
not national, is abundantly clear from his 
appreciative tone about other schools, and 
his really enthusiastic account of Marl- 
borough ; very sympathetic also is his de- 
scription of Mr. Eve’s work at University 
College School, and of the ‘ensemble 
organisé” of Birmingham. Liverpool seems 
to have impressed him less favourably, both 
in its education and its general aspect. 

The third part—entitled “Les Actions 
extérieures a |’ Kcole ’’—is of a more miscel- 
laneous character. The earliest sections deal 
with State action in regard to primary 
schools ; with the Charity Commission ; with 
the Science and Art Department, Technical 
Education, and Secondary Education in 
Wales. Then follow four chapters on the 
universities—perhaps the most generally 
interesting part of the whole volume. It is 
hardly too much to say that M. Leclerc is 
lost in admiration of Oxford. and Cambridge, 
and of the energy exhibited in the University 
Extension movement. Not that heis ignorant 
of the periods of educational torpor through 
which the universities have passed, and of 
their more frivolous aspects at the present 
day—indeed, there is a good-natured satire 
in his sketch of ‘Oxford pendant la May- 
week, une semaine qui en dure trois, Oxford 
envahi par les sceurs, cousines et amies des 
étudiants et des fellows, Oxford affolé de 
a étourdi de musique, alangui de flirt”’; 

ut the excellence of the English universities, 
as sequels to the public schools (as securing 
a period of tempered liberty between the 
restrictions of school and the unchartered 
freedom of town life), when compared to the 
sharp transition from the lycée to Paris, 
almost dazzles this shrewd observer, as it 





does the Jesuit father whom he cites, in 
confirmation of his views, on pp. 272-5. 
In this chapter, we think, a little discount 
must be made for the writer’s enthusiasm ; 
but the account of the University Extension 
movement seems to us lucid and accurate 
as well as laudatory. 

The penultimate chapter on the press 
in England seems to us somewhat loosely 
connected with the general subject of the 
work. It is, like all the rest of the book, 
brightly appreciative, but does not advance 
any very novel ideas. M. Leclerc finds in 
English editors and journalists a graver 
sense of responsibility than in their French 
rivals, and more disposition to treat weighty 
matters seriously. Perhaps the most 
graphic touch is his definition of our high- 
class magazines: ‘Ils ne publient pas tous 
et toujours des ceuvres trés distinguées, mais 
ils amusent honnétement leur innombrable 
public.” 

We note, in conclusion, a few points in 
which M. Leclerc has fallen into error. In 
the description of Blundell’s School at 
Tiverton and its resources he speaks of 
Sidney Sussex as a college at Oxford. On 
p. 73 the list of public schools examined by 
the Commission of 1862 is defective—Har- 
row is omitted. On p. 261 the functions of 
Convocation at Oxford are somewhat under- 
stated. On p. 53 the comparative antiquity 
of mathematical studies at Cambridge seems 
to be ignored. It is not, perhaps, easy to 
express concisely in French how much and 
how little may be meant by the phrase “a 
Church of England school”; but to translate 
it ‘‘une école confessionnelle” is rather 
misleading. 

On the whole, we think M. Leclerc has 
deserved well of both nations by this book. 
Cursory as it is, it is calculated to give an 
intelligent French reader a good, though 
perhaps over - favourable view of English 
education at the present time: an English 
reader will be persuaded by its generally 
appreciative tone to consider that the defects 
to which it calls attention are real and 
serious. 








A Water Biography. By Robert C. Leslie. 
Illustrated by the Author. (Chapman & 
Hall.) 


Tuts is a charming little book—charm- 
ing not only by reason of the many clever 
little sketches which illustrate it, but also in 
the naiveté and geniality of the reminiscences, 
which extend back to 1830, when the author 
was ‘first introduced to salt water by a 
stout strong old lady of Brighton in a blue 
serge suit.” As the title explains, the story 
is of the author’s life afloat ; his professional 
or social life is scarcely referred to, and the 
whole interest rests with the sea and the 
craft that sail on it. So far as such a book 
can have a heroine, the Foam answers the 
purpose. She is thus introduced :— 

“*T did not buy my boat ready-made, but in 
the form of half inch elm planks and other 
wood, which, being a bit of a carpenter, after 
many consultations with Conant [a fisherman 
of Sidmouth] and the help of some copper 
nails, I contrived to put together during the 
winter in an empty coach-house. Her sails 
were made, of course, by Conant...... It is sur- 
prising what an interest every tap of a hammer 
has when riveting together the planks of your 
own craft. And what a pleasure it was, when

the Foam was at last ready for sea, to find one. 
self the owner of a handy little boat 15 ft. 6 in 
by 6 ft. 3in. wide, at a cost of a little over gy 
And I may note that on leaving Sidmouth, after 
many years’ use I sold her for the same money,” 

She proved an admirable sea-boat, ang 
as a trial trip beat up to Exmouth againg 
a westerly gale, with Mr. Leslie, a friend 
and Conant on board. ’ 

‘*Conant seemed delighted with the boat 
because, as he told my friend, ‘You see, Sir, 
she don’t stop to look at nothink, but goes right 
through everythink.’ The London man, hoy. 
ever, persisted in calling her a wet boat, ang 
said he would as soon be on a duck’s back.” 

By-and-by this ‘“ bit of a carpenter” 
built a dinghy for the Foam, and after that 
a much larger vessel, the Rip Van Winkle, 
which was 45 ft. long over all, by 14 ft. wide, 
and drew a little over 6ft. The whole 
account of her building is clever and enter. 
taining: it all seems so easy that the reader 
is apt to fancy that any one—he himself, if 
he is ‘‘a bit of a carpenter ”’—might do the 
same. Of course it is, in reality, more difficult 
than it seems. When the Rip Van Winkle 
was launched and ready for sea, Mrs. Leslie 
and the threechildren went on board, and with 
her husband and two men they started on a 
cruise. Mrs. Leslie was commanding officer, 
sometimes with the local rank of commodore, 
and sometimes of admiral of the fleet; an¢ 
after one or two experiences ‘issued an 
order that all future manceuvres at sea were 
to be conducted in daylight and _ fine 
weather.” And so one evening at Dart- 
mouth, when Mr. Leslie, after consultation 
with the aneroid, told his two hands that 
he would sail the next morning at daylight, 
he was met by three objections : first, the 
rigging wanted setting up; secondly, the 
water cask was empty; and thirdly, there 
was no coal on board. The rigging, he 
answered, must do for the short voyage; 
and for the rest, they had better take the 
dinghy and get some water and coal. The 
~y morning they weighed at four o’clock, 
an 
‘¢as we ran out of harbour I asked whether they 
had got the coal and water. ‘Yes, Sir,’ said 
Baron, ‘ but that old coal merchant didn’t bless 
us last night. You see, Sir, we was latish and 
his yard was shut, so we had to find where he 
lived, and when I roused him out, he looked 
out of the window, and I s’pose he mis- 
took me for a skipper of a steamer, and 
asked how many ton I wanted? But when I 
said a ’arf-’undred would do for to-night, and 
would he oblige us with a loan of a sack to 
carry them off in ?—his language before he 
banged his window down was orful.’” 
Eventually they borrowed the “’arf-’undred” 
from the skipper of a coal-sloop, and came 
on board contented. So they ran over to 
Salcombe, where bread was good, but milk 
and butcher’s meat scarce, and not neces- 
sarily good. 

“Tt was a Salcombe loin of mutton that, the 
day after it came on board, was handed over to 
Baron, who, feeling uncertain about it, at once 
changed it with a passing fisherman for a piece 
of fresh skate. ron disliked waste, and I 
think it was on a hot day here that he expre 
great regret at finding several exploded bottles 
of stout in one of our lockers, wishing ‘he had 
only know’d before what they was going to do.’’ 

But to repeat the many pleasant incidents 
would be almost to transcribe the book, 
which is full of interesting experiences 12 
the Solent or Southampton Water, the 
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Downs or the Thames, and calls up to 
memory on every page an agreeable “sniff 
of the briny.” It is a thoroughly interest- 
ing and healthy little book.

{Tur publication of Henry IV.’s travelling 
expenses when he was abroad in foreign 
lands as Earl of Derby has long been a 
desideratum in historical and antiquarian 
literature. After many difficulties and 
unforeseen impediments and mischances it 
has now been accomplished, both in Eng- 
land and in Germany, by a sort of inter- 
national arrangement between two societies, 
one in either country; but the real editing 
of the text was necessarily done in England, 
and the full burden of the task has accord- 
ingly fallen upon the shoulders of Miss 
Toulmin Smith, who certainly could not 
have appreciated at the commencement all 
the difficulties and perils of the journey— 
shall we call it, in the language of the 
document, the ‘‘ reysa” ?—which she had 
so heroically undertaken. The German 
editor has merely reprinted at Konigsberg, 
and published at Leipzig, with comments of 
his own, the text already carefully edited in 
England; and moreover he has not re- 
printed it in full, as it was only his purpose 
to give the travels in Germany. At the 
same time the English editor acknowledges 
herself indebted to him for various notes, 
especially as to the names of German 
places. 

The original records from which the work 
is derived are among the archives of the 
Duchy of Lancaster now in the Record 
Office, and though they had been used for 
historical purposes as early as 1841 by 
Beltz, in his ‘ Memorials of the Order of the 
Garter,’ and afterwards by Mrs. Green in 
her ‘ Princesses,’ their publication as a whole 
was first planned by the late Prof. Pauli, 
who had procured copies and written a valu- 
able paper on the MSS., with part of an in- 
troduction and some notes, just before his 
lamented death in 1882. For some time no 
one ventured, or found leisure, to take up 
the task till Miss Smith’s enthusiasm not 
only committed her to the effort, but enabled 
her to carry the work through with a 
thoroughness that is beyond all praise. 
For there could hardly be a more unex- 
plored region of research than that on 
which she thus embarked. No MSS. of 
the period could have furnished a more 
abundant crop of difficulties to an editor— 
difficulties of language, of terms of coinage, 
and of geography—than the accounts which 
she has here succeeded in presenting in 
onvenient form to the student’s use, with a 
long and valuable introduction and three 


evidence of the difficulties that have been 
surmounted, that the editor, while anxious 
to avail herself to the utmost of Prof. 
Pauli’s unfinished preface, has only been 
able to adopt passages from it here and 
there, which she has embodied in her own 
elaborate introduction, enclosed within 
brackets to mark the authorship. 

Seldom, indeed, have accounts and figures 
carried the student back into a world so 
different from our own as that into which 
we are introduced by the book before us. 
Full five hundred years have passed away 
since Henry, Earl of Derby, in the spring 
of 1390, crossed the Channel to Calais with 
theview of going on an expedition against the 
Moors in Barbary. At Calais he stayed over 
three weeks, accompanied by Thomas Swin- 
ford and about a score of other gentlemen 
and forty-one archers, and he sent to 
Charles VI. at Paris for a safe- conduct 
through France. We are not told that this 
was refused, which seems unlikely—espe- 
cially as Henry’s half-brother, John Beau- 
fort, actually did join the crusade against 
Barbary in aid of the Genoese; but for 
some reason or other that project, after a 
good deal of money had been expended in 
preparing for it, was given up, and another 
immediately took its place. Returning to 
England, Henry resolved to go and assist the 
Teutonic Knights of Prussia against the 
Lithuanians; and in July he set sail from 
Boston with a few hundred followers (cer- 
tainly not a thousand, as Knighton would 
have us believe) in two large vessels for 
Dantzic. 

It was not exactly a crusade against the 
infidels, for the Lithuanians had just re- 
cently been converted (wholesale) to Chris- 
tianity along with their grand duke Jagello, 
who had been baptized as Uladislas, and had 
married Hedwig, Queen of Poland. That 
was the worst of it. The Teutonic Order, 
likethe Templars and the Knights of St. John, 
had existed from the first to fight the battle 
of the Cross against the heathen. They had 
not the same pretext now for making war 
on the Lithuanians ; but an alliance between 
two neighbouring nations was dangerous, 
and the Knights made a league with Vitold, 
Prince of Samogitia, against his cousin 
Jagello. As foreign aid was welcome and 
England had always favoured the Teutonic 
Order, Henry was glad to give his services 
to them and win glory for himself in doing 
so. He was, perhaps, not the first who had 
led an English expedition to Lithuania ; but 
he must have been the most conspicuous of 
his time. Was Chaucer thinking of him 
when he described his ideal knight ? 

Ful often tyme he hadde the bord bygonne, 
Aboven alle nacyouns in Pruce. 
In Lettowe hadde rveysed, and in Ruce, 
No Cristen man so ofte of his degre, 
The extracts from Dr. Pauli’s introduc- 
tion end at p. xxxiv, with his signature 
subscribed, dated (with an amusing mis- 
rint) ‘‘ Gottingen, 23 July, 1381.” It would 
te wrong, perhaps, to impute to the deceased 
professor himself that he overlooked the in- 
tervening centuries while his thoughts were 
occupied with Henry, Earl of Derby, for if 
the error had been noticed it would have 
been corrected. But Dr. Pauli was cer- 
tainly guilty of a more extraordinary over- 
sight in omitting in his preface all notice of 


strangely enough he is followed in this by 
Prof. Prutz, with the printed record before 
him, which speaks of that expedition as a 
thing that had actually been arranged for, 
and gives expenses incurred for it. Prof. 
Prutz believes that when Henry went over 
to Calais it was with a view of going into 
Prussia by land, and that then, changin 
his plan, he returned to England and too 
ship at Boston. He also thinks that the 
passport which Henry asked of Charles VI. 
was to continue his route through Flanders 
to Prussia instead of through France to 
Barbary. Flanders, of course, did belong 
to France at that time. But the very head- 
ing of the account calls it the compotus of 
Richard Kyngeston, clerk, who was appointed 
on May 6th, 1390, treasurer to Henry, Earl 
of Derby, “for his expedition arranged (pro 
viagio suo ordinate) to the parts of Barbary, 
and for his voyage going to the parts of 
Prussia.” It is impossible, therefore, that 
Henry could have been thinking of Prussia 
when he first set out for Calais at the very 
date that he appointed Richard Kyngeston 
as his treasurer. Moreover, as Miss Toul- 
min Smith pretty clearly shows, certain men 
and archers, both of his own and of Sir 
William Bagot and others who accompanied 
him, received pay for the few weeks of their 
stay in Calais, and were discharged with 
their passage paid back to Dover. 

It was in the following July that Henry 
sailed from Boston for Prussia. On the 
8th of August he landed three of his men 
at Leba in Pomerania, and himself disem- 
barked further on at Rixhéft, where he and 
his companions had bread, beer, meat, fish, 
and firewood supplied them by the country 
people. On the 9th he slept at a mill on the 
road to Dantzic. On reaching Dantzic he 
sent on letters from his father John of Gaunt 
to the Grand Master at Marienburg, whom 
he and his company, after making some 
necessary purchases, followed on to Kénigs- 
berg, whither their heavy luggage was con- 
veyed by prames, the flat-bottomed boats 
of the country, over the shallow waters of 
the Frische Haff. He joined the allied 
forces under Marshal Rabe on the 22nd, 
probably near Ragnit, and proceeding 
along with them took part in a battle near 
Wilna, where a picked body of men, fording 
the Wilia some way above its junction with 
the Memel, fell upon Skirgal, Jagello’s 
brother and lieutenant-general, by surprise, 
and drove him back with great loss. The 
strong town of Wilna was then besieged, 
and after a few days, on September 4th, the 
outer town or “upper house,” as it was 
called, was won, one of Henry’s English- 
men being the first to plant his flag upon 
the walls. But there were two strong forts 
besides which baffled their attempts, and 
after nearly five weeks they were obliged to 
raise the siege, owing to sickness, want of 
powder, and the lateness of the season. The 
Earl of Derby returned to Kénigsberg much 
the same way that he had gone, having lost 
in the campaign one of his knights, slain in 
fording the Wilia, and two others carried 
prisoners into Poland, for whose ransom he 
made some unsuccessful efforts. One result 
of the expedition, according to Walsingham, 
was that eight pagan Lithuanians were made 
Christians. The accounts have various 
notices of Lettowe boys and women, in~ 
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On his second expedition Henry sailed 
from Lynn in July, 1392, with a company 
which Capgrave reckoned at about three 
hundred men; but they could hardly have 
been somany. He again sailed to Dantzic; 
but apparently the Knights had now no 
need of his services, and he turned his 
thoughts to the Holy Land, which he suc- 
eeeded in visiting, passing through Bohemia 
and Hungary to Vienna, and thence to 
Venice, and so by sea, touching at various 
places on the way, and arriving at Jaffa 
probably about January 27th. After his 
visit to Jerusalem he again returned to 
Venice, and came homewards through 
Milan and Pavia, Savoy and France. It is 
unnecessary to point out what a fruitful 
source of antiquarian information is con- 
tained in the expenses of such a journey ; 
and we forbear to follow Miss Toulmin 
Smith through all the different subjects on 
which her lengthy and interesting intro- 
duction throws light. It is enough to say 
that the book as a whole, both introduction 
and text, is valuable in connexion with 
some little-known episodes in European 
history, and also for what it shows us of 
the household of an English prince travel- 
ling in remote countries in the end of the 
fourteenth century, of his adventures and 
mode of life, of his means of raising money 
through the Lombards, and of the rates of 
exchange in the different countries he passed 
through. If the treatment of all these sub- 
jects by Miss Toulmin Smith be not found 
hereafter altogether exhaustive (as it is not 
likely to be, where so little was known 
before), we cannot doubt at least that many 
future students in various antiquarian fields 
will be deeply grateful to her for what she 
has actually done. 








NEW NOVELS. 
Trilby. By George du Maurier. 
(Osgood, McIlvaine & Co.) 
Tue composite charm of Mr. du Maurier’s 
‘Trilby’ is made up of many elements. 
First and foremost, this story of a young 
Anglo-French model, an artist’s model 
pour Vensemble before she began to put 
on her self-consciousness — who has a 
magnificent voice, but not the slightest 
notion of tone, and who is trained by a 
hypnotist to sing divinely—is, like ‘ Peter 
Ibbetson,’ entirely unconventional, off the 
tracks of contemporary fiction, and remi- 
niscent of types which the author studied in 
his boyhood. The mannerand the mannerisms 
of the elder Dumas, of Dickens, and of 
Thackeray are imitated on’ nearly every 
page, and there are numerous references 
to their characters. The golden maxims 
and the inveterate prejudices of the studio 
are in evidence throughout the three 
volumes, and it is the studio of the 
Quartier Latin of the day of Gavarni. 
Again, the story is told with never- 
failing enthusiasm, with the good humour 
of a Gallic Pendennis which nothing can 
destroy—not even the parenthetic outbursts 
against snobbery, censoriousness, prudery, 
and truculent criticism. If anything wearies, 
it is the eternal superlative in which Mr. 
du Maurier’s thoughts are expressed. He 
scorns comparison which admits of calcu- 
lated degrees. Nothing suits him but the 
utter. His heroine is “beautifully modelled”

and ‘‘quite irresistible”; her foot is ‘‘ aston- 
ishingly beautiful,” a “‘ perfect poem.” An 
artist sketches it on the wall-—‘‘ nobody else 
but Little Billee could have drawn it in just 
that inspired way.”” One Gecko plays ‘ Ben 
Bolt’ on the violin ‘‘as it had probably never 
been played before”; and his friend the Jew 
Svengali, the hypnotist who trains Trilby, 
accompanies him on the piano till the au- 
dience ‘‘was all but crazed with delight 
and wonder.” ‘‘It would be impossible to 
render in any words’’—this is the plus- 
quam-superlative — ‘‘the deftness, the dis- 
tinction, the grace, power, pathos, and 
passion with which this truly phenomenal 
artist executed the poor old twopenny tune 
on his elastic penny whistle’’—the tune 
and the whistle being depreciated for a 
temporary effect, but elsewhere they rise 
considerably in price. So it is all through ; 
it is Mr. du Maurier’s romantic vein, the 
exaggerated enthusiasm of the men of the 
middle of the century. It might not be easy to 
decide whether the author of ‘ Trilby’ would 
have been less or more successful if he had 
been less imitative, and less fond of building 
upon or borrowing from his models. He 
introduces us to three artists in Paris, inti- 
mate friends, to whom he repeatedly refers 
as “our three musketeers of the brush.” 
He even discriminates, and gives them their 
names straight out of Dumas—telling us in 
the same breath that ‘‘one does not tamper 
with historical personages.’’ Each of the 
three has an English alias as well—they 
are the Laird, Taffy, and Little Billee; and 
many are the playful allusions of their 
author to the Laird o’ Cockpen, the Welsh- 
man and thief, and the “‘ young and tender” 
one. Enthusiasm has led to casuality, and 
casuality is dangerously near to banality. The 
story will give great delight to the majority 
of its readers, and that very legitimately. 
It is, however, not so strong in its workman- 
ship, and not nearly so original, as ‘ Peter 
Ibbetson,’ though its characters are in some 
respects more naturally conceived. One 
would like to see Mr. du Maurier drawing 
away from, rather than losing himself in, 
the stereotypes of other literary creators. 





Appledore Farm. By Katharine Macquoid. 
3 vols. (Ward & Downey.) 

Tus is a pleasant, but unexciting little 
book, the prevailing note being rusticity, 
and the title indicating its contents more 
accurately than is often the case. Ruth 
Bryant is suited to her surroundings, and 
werejoice when she finally turns her back upon 
her shifty “‘ gentleman ”’ lover, and reconciles 
herself to the virtuous land agent, who has 
shown more practical proofs of affection. 
We do not feel quite confident of the dialect 
employed by George Bird and his wife, but 
they and Sally Voce are lifelike in their 
vacillating morality, and in their professions 
of loyalty to those under whose guidance 
they have lived. The peasants, indeed, 
though we see little of them, are the most 
interesting personages in this narrative of 
middle-class country life. By the way, 
do any people, out of a book, call their 
living room their ‘‘ house-place ” ? 





The Old, Old Story. By Rosa Nouchette 
Carey. 3vols. (Bentley & Son.) 

OnE would have thought that ‘The Old, Old 

Story’ had long since done service on a 





novelist’s title-page; but of “course Miss. 
Carey has been to Stationers’ Hall, and 
convinced herself that she is not poachin 
on somebody else’s preserve. At all events 
she tells an old story in an old way, and no 
romancer ever put the trite tale of youthfy] 
sentiment and gilded wedlock in more sugary 
and dulcet words. A clergyman’s daughter 
is reduced to living in the house of an in- 
dulgent uncle, who keeps a_ bookseller’s 
shop. On the first day after the change- 
she meets the owner of a neighbouring 
mansion, who is soon head over ears in love. 
How the young maid grumbles at her degra. 
dation, how she loathes the shop, how she 
is raised to the seventh heaven by her 
wealthy lover, is told by the author with 
as much natural circumstance and justifica- 
tion as the plan of the story will admit. 





At Market Value. By Grant Allen. 
(Chatto & Windus.) 


Tat young Oxford man has once more: 
abandoned wealth and luxury and title in 
order to follow his higher leadings, which 
take him lower down in the social scale 
than his successful ancestors intended him 
to be. We have had him pretty often in 
recent fiction. ‘Adam the Gardener’ was 
the last of many, and Mr. Grant Allen’s 
‘‘seventh Earl of Axminster” is the first 
of many more. One need not quarrel with 
Mr. Allen for harping on this string, since 
he harps so very pleasantly.

Half a Hero. By Anthony Hope.

Mr. Antuony Horse has taken a ministerial 
crisis in New Zealand, disguised as New 
Lindsey, for the background of a story of 
human affinity between a popular colonial 
leader and an English aristocrat, sister to the 
Governor. There are plenty of characters in 
the book; but Alicia Derosne and Medland. 
are the author’s main creations and concern. 
Medland is an honourable leader of men, 


but he is smirched with the consequenees- 


of an early flout against the recognized laws 
of society. This is his ruin, and a severe 
test of Alicia’s moral grit. The political 
intrigues which bring about the overthrow 
of the popular Premier are shrewdly de- 
scribed, whether the picture will square 
itself with facts or not. One might discover, 
by interviewing a few returned colonial 
governors, whether the relations between 
Lord Eynesford’s family and the society of 
New Lindsey are described with due regard 
to precedents and probabilities. At any 
rate, ‘Half a Hero’ is Mr. Hope’s best 
story in point of construction and grasp of 
subject; and his dialogue, free from the 
tricks of certain tours de force in which he 
has sacrificed everything else to dialogue, 1s 
virile and brisk.

In the domain of romance, 
at any rate, she is competent to interpret 
for English readers the half-heroic, half- 
superstitious spirit of a singularly interesting 
race — interesting quite apart from the 
ethnological considerations which have been 
more or less idly raised over their descent 
and historic quality.

An Artist's Fate. By Cecil Clarke. (Stock.) 
Tur fate of Cecil Clarke’s artist was to be 
jilted by one young woman and consoled by 
another. The writer and the heroine seem to 
attach a somewhat exaggerated importance 
to the consolation, judging from the sustained 
and courtier-like dignity of their language 
throughout. One yearns for slang, for 
music-hall ditties, for a light refreshment 
of oaths, long before the acme is reached. 
And this is how it is reached :-— 

‘‘The artist seized Jenny’s hands. His words 

came quick and eager. ‘You have told me that 
your heart is free?’ ‘It is the truth,’ murmured 
Jenny. ‘And if a robber were near at hand, 
intent to steal the precious jewel?...... Will you 
not help me out, dear?’ Mr. Verner’s voice 
sank almost to a whisper, but its tones were 
rich and true.” 
Jenny helps him out, and improves the 
occasion by making him ‘recognize the un- 
erring hand of Providence” in the betrothal 
of the artist and his model. 





BIBLIOGRAPHICAL LITERATURE. 


Bibliographica. Parts I. and II. (Kegan 
Paul & Co.)—This handsome quarterly, of which 
two numbers have been issued, combines use 
with beauty in a new and effective way. All 
that could be done by the printer has been 
done, and paper, type, and illustrations are 
excellent and worthily employed, for the contri- 
butions deserve such appointments. The con- 
tents of the numbers are well proportioned, and 
the article of a merely entertaining nature is 
limited to a single example by Mr. Lang. All 
the others are distinctly practical and full of 
interest and research, and almost all biblio- 
graphical tastes are in turn appealed to. The 
main object of Bibliographica is to treat tho- 
roughly of some important points in biblio- 
graphy which, however, are not of so exten- 
sive a nature as to demand a separate treatise. 
That such an object was worthy of attainment 
is clearly demonstrated by the various important 
papers already contributed. In order that some 
sort of finality may be associated with the un- 
dertaking, Bibliographica is to attain only to the 
age of three years ; owners of sets at the close 
of that period will be the possessors of a very 
handsome and useful work. A discussion of an 
exceptionally interesting nature on ‘The Chrono- 
logy of the Early Aldines ’ is contributed by Mr. 
R. C. Christie, who points out that, in conse- 
quence of the two methods of reckoning 
the commencement of the year, many of the 
publications of Aldus have been assigned 
dates which are, in some cases, as much 
as twelve months later than the dates when 
they actually appeared. In Venice, down 
to the time of the fall of the Republic, 
the common reckoning made the year 
begin on January Ist, while the legal reckon- 
ing made it commence on the Ist of March. 
Renouard, Firmin-Didot, and Castellani as- 
sume that Aldus dated in accordance with the 
legal method; but Mr. Christie brings much 
evidence in support of his contention that he 
used the common reckoning, and therefore the 
dates as they appear in the various colophons 





are the actual dates of the appearance of the 


respective volumes, Dr. Oskar Sommer’s paper 
on ‘Raoul Lefevre and *‘ Le Receuil des His- 
toires de Troye”’ contains the results of his 
painstaking examination of various documents 
relating to the true author of ‘ Des Histoires,’ 
which results indicate very clearly that Caxton’s 
statement as to Lefevre’s authorship may be 
taken as correct. Mr. Gordon Duff's investiga- 
tion into the history of ‘The Stationers at the 
Sign of the Trinity’ is divided into two parts. 
In the first he deals with the period from 1506 
to 1515, and with Henry Jacobi and Joyce 
Pelgrim, with their coadjutor William Bretton, 
and with their publications, a list of which, 
numbering twenty items, is given. The second 
part commences with the year 1518, and covers 
a period of twenty-one years. There is a dis- 
tinct hiatus between the two periods, which 
Mr. Duff apparently hopes to remove at some 
future time; and the second period is concerned 
with the publications of Henry Pepwell, who 
was the last to carry on business at the sign, 
and only seven of them have as yet been traced. 
One of the most valuable of all the contributions 
is that by Mr. Maunde Thompson on ‘English 
Illuminated Manuscripts a.p. 700-1066,’ which 
is accompanied by several reproductions of 
typical manuscripts which illustrate the progress 
of the art; and another well-illustrated article 
is that on ‘Early Representations of the Print- 
ing Press,’ by Mr. Falconer Madan. There are 
papers on book-collectors who have achieved 
renown, including Christina of Sweden, Samuel 
Pepys, and Henry Fielding, and other miscel- 
laneous contributions from the pens of well- 
known bibliophiles. The frontispiece to the 
first part is a beautiful reproduction in colour 
of the copy of Celsus, from the library of 
Grolier, upon which Mr. W. Y. Fletcher dis- 
courses. 


Public Libraries in America. By W. J. 
Fletcher, M.A. (Sampson Low & Co.)—The 
formation of large libraries in America has 
gone on with the same rapidity which has cha- 
racterized most of the enterprises conducted in 
that country during the present century. The 
test of excellence, as far as we can gather, isa 
numerical one, and the library with the greatest 
number of volumes is reckoned the best. Ap- 
parently great metallic ‘‘ stacks ” of shelves are 
constructed on the ‘‘sky- scraping ” principle 
and encased in a shell of brick or stone work, 
and this structure is calculated to contain a 
certain number of books, and when it is full the 
library is formed. A brief history of the found- 
ing of the chief American libraries is given; 
and a sketch of the progress of the free public 
library movement, which seems to have been 
contemporaneous with the movement in Eng- 
land, as well as a résumé of library law, impart to 
the book a certain value. America has now 566 
free public libraries, of which 399 are rate-sup- 
ported, and the total number of volumes they 
contain is something over six millions. It seems 
to be a rule that for anything under 20,000 
volumes a woman librarian suflices. The advice 
conveyed as to library management and ad- 
ministration is often ludicrous : popular books, 
we are told, ‘‘ought to be covered with paper, 
which should be removed as often as necessary 
to keep them looking tidy ”; for movable shelves 
‘*nothing is better, as combining effectiveness 
with simplicity and cheapness, than to allow 
the shelves to rest at each end on two common 
picture-eyes screwed into the uprights.” As 
to classification, the subtlety of the American 
librarian’s imagination is appalling. 


Libraries in the Medieval and Renaissance 
Periods. By W. J. Clark, M.A. (Cambridge, 
Macmillan & Bowes.)--Mr. Clark has given a 
ponderous title to a small and not very complete 
brochure, consisting of the Rede Lecture for 1894. 
The lecture does not deal with the books which 
formed the libraries, but with parts of buildings 
devoted to library purposes, and with the 





fittings, such as desks, cases, and chains, which 
were commonly used in them. Perhaps there 
is not scope for a large work on primitive 
library fittings, but it was certainly within Mr. 
Clark’s power to make his booklet more interest- 
ing by the inclusion of the illustrations which 
he exhibited as lantern slides. The insertion 
in the text of mere descriptions of these slides 
is useless and annoying, too, for the few illus- 
trations given are so good as to create a desire 
for more. 

WE have received from Messrs. Edwards, 
Dunlop & Co., of Sydney and Brisbane, last 
year's volume (the first) of Current Literatwre— 
‘*a concise epitome of works selected for the 
market of United Australia,” so says the com- 
piler, Mr. C. Mack Jost, on the title-page, in a 
tine spirit of prophecy. The selection is very 
catholic, though the Australians seem to devour 
fiction in as large a proportion as do the classes 
who frequent our public libraries at home. As 
to general literature, local historyand travelsseem 
popular. One can fancy Mr. Besant’s ‘ London’ 
and Dr. Nansen’s ‘Crossing of Greenland’ having 
a great charm for the antipodean Englishman. 
The illustrations of the latter work are freely 
reproduced in this extremely useful and sug- 
gestive compilation. 

The Bookworm for 1893 (Stock) has many 
interesting articles. The address to the Ex- 
Libris Society, delivered at their second annual 
meeting, which contains a defence of heraldry 
from the historical point of view; Mr. Edmund 
Gosse’s discourse on the literary movement in 
England during the past hundred years, con- 
cluding with an anticipation of a coming literary 
crisis as complete as that produced by the socia} 
reorganization of 1793; and the curious letters 
of ‘An Antiquary of the Last Century,’ Thomas 
Hearne to wit, are among the most noteworthy, 
though it is difficult to make a selection. 








‘OUR LIBRARY TABLE. 


In the following passage we seem to learn the 
final cause of The Green Curnation (Heine- 
mann) :— 

“Come to my rooms, Emily, and we will drink 

some Bovril, and have a talk. I love drinking 
Bovril in secret. It seems like a vice. And then it 
is wholesome, and vices always do something to 
one—make one’s nose red, or bring out wrinkles, or 
spots, or some horror. Two cups of Bovril, Hender- 
son.” 
‘The Green Carnation’ is apparently an elaborate 
advertisement, coated with a profusion of dialogue 
on the plan of the ingenious puffs of ‘‘ Mother 
Seigel’s Syrup” and the like in provincial 
papers. The writer’s efforts at epigram are 
occasionally successful, but there is too much 
mere bludgeon-work, as in such utterances as 
the following :— 

“ The position of the critics always strikes me as 
very comic. They are for ever running at the back 
of public opinion, and shouting ‘Come on!’ or ‘Go 
back !’ to those who are in front of them. If half 
of them had their way, our young actors and 
actresses would play in Pinero’s pieces as Mrs. 
Siddons or Charles Kean played in the pieces of 
Shakespeare long ago. A good many of them found 
their claims to attention on the horrible fact that 
they once knew Charles Dickens, a circumstance of 
which they ought rather to be ashamed. They are 
monotonous dwellers in an uvenlightened past like 
Mr. Sala, who is even more commonplace than the 
books of which he is for ever talking.” 

This is better :— 

“*Yes, Christians are getting very lively,’ said 

Madame Valtesi, helping herself to a cutlet in aspic, 
‘They demand plenty of variety in their devotional 
exercises, and what Arthur Roberts, or somebody, 
calls short “turns.” The most popular of all the 
London clergymen invariably has an anthem that 
lasts half-an-hour, and preaches for five minutes by 
a stop watch.’” 
The book will get more attention than it 
deserves by dint of its wealth of personalities ; 
but that is all the better for the bovril. Our 
surmise that the author had published a book 
previously is said to be incorrect. He has made 
a bad beginning. 
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Mr. G. Barnetr Smits has issued another 
creditable volume of biographical sketches. 
Leaders of Modern Industry (Allen & Co.) is 
readable, and may possibly inspire the rising 
generation, as the author hopes, to resolve that 
** England’s scientific and commercial supremacy 
shall never be wrested from her.” The writer 
has done well in including the life of Charles 
Knight in hisselection. Knight’s long and useful 
career as author, printer, and publisher, and his 
relations with some of the most eminent men of 
his time, make him a typical representative of 
the educational tendencies of the century. 


By her readable book on Lesser Questions 
(Remington & Co.), Lady Jeune disproves one 
of her own assertions. She assures her readers 
that modern life does not lend itself to reflec- 
tion or leave us leisure for meditation, and yet 
she has somehow found time to think and write 
about several of the ‘‘lesser questions” of the 
day, and some even of the greater, although 
apparently what troubles her most is the change 
that has taken place in London society during 
the last fifty or sixty years. The change is 
but part of a general movement, and Lady 
Jeune gives a lively and truthful description of 
its salient features. 


Messrs. Warp, Lock & Bowpen publish 
War in Korea, by Mr. J. Morris, a little paper- 
covered volume, which has an excellent map, 
and contains a great deal of information 
about both China and Japan, and especially 
about their armies, but is extraordinarily ill- 
arranged, owing, no doubt, to haste. 


Dr. Ey, Professor of Political Economy in 
the University of Wisconsin, is responsible for 
a disappointing book, published by Messrs. Son- 
nenschein & Co. under the title Socialism: an 
Examination of its Nature, its Strength, and its 
Weakness, with Suggestions for Social Reform. 
The author’s want of equipment for this particular 
work is evidenced by his bibliography, which 
includes books with no relation to the subject, 
and omits treatises having importance in relation 
to the history of Socialism. 


THE venerable commentator on Italian poetry, 
Mr. C. Tomlinson, has published at the age of 
eighty-six the Barlow Lectures he delivered at 
University College sixteen years ago on Dante, 
Beatrice, and the Divine Comedy (Williams & 
Norgate). The beginner in Dante studies will 
find them helpful. 


Mopesty being none too common a virtue, 
the translator of the Memoirs of the Court of the 
Empress Joséphine, by Madame Ducrest (H. S. 
Nichols & Co.), may be commended for with- 
holding his or her name. The work is credit- 
ably done, in spite of occasional Gallicisms, of 
which ‘‘ambitioned” may serve as a specimen. 
But a mistake has been committed in the sup- 

ression of any information as to the original. 

adame Ducrest’s ‘Memoirs’ were published 
in 1828 and 1829, and they are tolerably 
familiar to students of the First Empire. The 
two volumes before us, however, might be, for 
any indication to the contrary, the renderings 
of a work which has recently appeared, as is 
Mr. Sherard’s translation of Méneval. Further, 
the reminiscences, owing to the lapse of time, 
naturally stand in need of annotation, but an 
editor’s comments are conspicuous by their 
absence. Hence Madame de Genlis and Madame 
Récamier are mentioned as being still alive, and 
the reader will find himself befogged by allusions 
to half-forgotten incidents. With these deduc- 
tions made, we can acknowledge that the re- 
issue of Madame Ducrest’s ‘Memoirs’ was well 
worth undertaking. In spite of her garrulity, 
and her curious capacity for spoiling good stories, 
she had considerable powers of observation, and 
could set down external characteristics with 
entertaining fidelity. 

Tue ‘‘Dryburgh Edition,” which has done 
eredit to Messrs. Black, is nearing its end. 
Anne of Geierstein and Count Robert of Paris 





are before us. The illustrations to the latter, 
by Mr. Gordon Browne, are clever, and Mr. 
Hardy’s designs for ‘Anne of Geierstein’ are 
creditable to chim. — The handsome ‘ Border 
Edition” has been brought by Mr. Nimmo to 
a successful conclusion by the issue of Castle 
Dangerous and The Chronicles of the Canongate. 
Mr. Nimmo deserves to be complimented on 
the manner in which the edition has been 
printed and illustrated, and Mr. Lang on the 
way in which he has performed his portion of 
the work. His introductions have been tasteful 
and readable; he has not overdone his part ; 
and while he has supplied much useful informa- 
tion, he has by no means overburdened the 
volumes with notes. In the introduction to 
‘Castle Dangerous’ he has spoken briefly of 
‘Moredun.’ Nobody can accept ‘ Moredun’ as 
genuine, and yet it is extremely difficult to pro- 
nounce the letter signed ‘‘ W. S.” to be spurious. 


New editions tend to accumulate on our 
table, among them a revised and improved issue 
of the second volume of Prof. Masson’s elaborate 
monograph on The Life of John Milton (Mac- 
millan).—Mr. Stanley Weyman’s Under the Red 
Robe is a vigorous romance, which appears for 
the fourth time in one volume (Methuen & Co.). 
—Another book that has attained the honours 
of reprint is Miss Dickens’s readable novel 
A Valiant Ignorance (Macmillan).

DR. W. A. GREENHILL. 


By the death of Dr. Greenhill, which took 

Jace very suddenly last week, in his eighty- 

t year, the worlds of letters and science 
have lost a representative of a class whose 
numbers were never large, and which in these 
days of specialism threatens to become extinct 
—the class whose acquirements are at once 
wide, deep, and exact. Withal, notwithstanding 
his great age, Dr. Greenhill never lost touch 
with the progress of events, either in letters or 
science ; to the last he was as keenly alive to 
the necessity of learning ‘‘the best that is 
known and thought in the world” as was his 
kinsman and friend Matthew Arnold ; always 
as liberal and sympathetic in acquisition as 
he was conservative in judgment. His mind 
never showed the least tendency to fossilize, 
but continued to the very end to play with per- 
fect freedom on all ideas, new and old, which 
engaged his attention, always under the guid- 
ance of a precious endowment of shrewdness, 
kept bright by constant exercise. He had 
abundant wit, which sometimes showed a caustic 
quality in presence of the sciolist ; but usually 
this tendency was kept in check by his native 
ood humour, and a never-failing courtesy 

th of manner and intention. 

Dr. Greenhill came of an ancient landed 
family of Hertfordshire. He was born on the 
New Year’s Day of 1814 at the Stationers’ Hall, 
of which company his father was the executive 
head. Entering Rugby in Dr. Arnold’s first 
term (1828), he became one of the head 
master’s favourite pupils, and formed lifelong 


friendships with schoolfellows, some of whom | , ‘ 
' actuated by the notion that he was a credit to 


were destined to become better known to the 
general public than himself—notably with 
Arthur Stanley and Arthur Clough among 
those who have passed away, and Dean Vaughan 
and Dean Lake among those who, happily, 
are with us still. All of the four were from 
three to five years younger than Greenhill, but 
that seems to have been no barrier. In 1832 he 
went up to Trinity College, Oxford, with an ex- 
hibition, and during theyear which passed before 
Stanley joined him the two friends exchanged 
weekly letters. At first Greenhill took little 
interest in Oxford, explaining, as he would do 
in later years, his distaste for the University 
by a self-accusation of priggishness, which has 
been laid to the charge of more than one dis- 
tinguished Rugbeian of his time. He thought 











the lectures he was expected to attend at Ox- 
ford poor stuff as compared with Arnold’s teach- 
ing, and in revenge gave himself up to vain 
regrets and to idleness. As was natural, he 
confided his troubles to Arnold, whose wise 
and kindly reply (February 25th, 1833) is well 
known to many a reader who does not know 
that ‘‘Old Pupil A.” in Stanley’s ‘Life’ was 
Greenhill. In another, dated more than a year 
later (October 29th, 1834), Arnold counsels 
Greenhill against overmuch ‘‘reserve,” and 
points out the advantages even of an Oxford 
with the tone of which the mentor is not 
altogether in love. About this time Stanley 
came up to Balliol, and his influence and 
enthusiasm gradually wrought a change in his 
old schoolfellow’s mood—a change which is re- | 
flected in yet another letter of Arnold’s to 
‘*Old Pupil A.” (March 30th, 1835). Stanley, 
as we learn thus indirectly, had then begun to 
“‘make Oxford seem, at any rate, more agree- 
able” to his friend. But it was too late for 
Greenhill to go in for honours, and the first 
degree he sought was the M.B. in 1839, to be 
followed two years later by that of M.D. How 
deep an interest Arnold took in his old pupil’s 
medical studies may be gathered from the later 
letters addressed ‘‘to Dr. Greenhill,” which are 
printed in the second volume of the ‘ Life.’ 
Long before 1839, however, Greenhill had 
taken root in Oxford, where he became a 
notable figure both as a public man and as a 
medical practitioner, only quitting it in 1852 to 
settle at Hastings for reasons of health. In the 
mean time he had married Arnold’s niece, Miss 
Laura Ward, who lived in her uncle’s family ; 
and it was about the time of his marriage that 
he entertained (Sir) Richard Burton as a resi- 
dent pupil, giving that remarkable person his 
first lessons in Oriental tongues. When Ben- 
jamin Jowett came up in 1835 he was kindly 
entreated by Greenhill, who in later years 
helped in the translation of Plato, especially | 
with the ‘Timzus.’ With all the leading 
Tractarians Greenhill was on terms of intimate 
personal friendship, but without being carried 
away by their ardours. He was Newman’s 
churchwarden at St. Mary’s when the future 
cardinal resigned his incumbency, and the 
friendship did not cease while Newman lived, 
though circumstances caused the intercourse to 
diminish as the years went by. With Pusey the 
connexion was as lasting, and, of course, it 
suffered less interruption. But a complete list 
of Dr. Greenhill’s Oxford friendships would be 
a long one. In addition to the names already 
mentioned afew of themore intimate need only be 
cited illustratively—Dean Church, Dean Burgon 
(whom he greatly assisted in the preparation of 
the lives of the ‘‘ Twelve Good Men,” mostly 
their common friends), Dean Goulburn, Bishop 





Jacobson, and the twin-brethren of the great 
lexicon Deans Liddell and Scott. Dr. Greenhill 
took keen interest in Mr. Gladstone’s first Ox- 
ford candidature, and acted as chairman of the 
local election committee. When I asked hima 
year or two ago whether he and his colleagues 
shared in Charles Wordsworth’s agitated feelings 
with regard to the candidate’s orthodoxy, Dr. 
Greenhill replied in the negative—they were 


his university, and fought the battle mainly on 
that ground. The friendship with Mr. Glad- 
stone then formed was kept up as much as is 
possible between men whose careers ran so 
widely apart. Politically, the connexion ceased | 
with the introduction of the Home Rule Bill. 

Dr. Greenhill early became a good and exact | 


scholar in Greek, Latin, French, and Arabic, | 
and also, it may be added, in English. His | 
knowledge was e~tensive both on the gram- | 
matical and on the literary side of each, and 
though meticulous as any specialist in striving | 
after accuracy, his bright intelligence kept him 
free from all taint of pedantry. But the wide 

sympathies of a variously cultured man must | 
have a focus, and in Dr. Greenhill’s case this came 





to be the history of medical science. In 1842; 
when only eight-and-twenty, he madea European 
reputation by his edition of the Physiology of 
Theophilus ; this being followed two years: 
later by his edition of Sydenham’s works, and 
again by his polyglot syllabus of medical 
nomenclature, the two works by which he is 
best known to his English professional brethren. 
He also translated from the Arabic the treatise 
of Rhazes on small-pox, and so further enhanced 
his reputation as a medical scholar. Much 
of his time between 1842 and 1849 was given 
to Smith’s ‘Dictionary of Antiquities,’ and 
to writing the medical biographies for 
Smith’s ‘ Dictionary of Greek and Latin Bio- 
graphy,’ which, as the best and most complete 
series of the kind in existence, received the 


, signal honour of translation (in an abridged. 


form) for the French ‘ Cyclopédie des Sciences. 
Médicales’; while someeminent medical scholars, 
both British and foreign, were accustomed to 
commend their productions by dedicating then» 
to the Oxford physician. 

Besides his literary and more strictly pro- 
fessional work, Dr. Greenhill in those years. 
took an active part in the public affairs of 
Oxford, both town and university. The cholera 
epidemic of 1849 directed his attention to 
sanitary reform, and his report to the Ash- 
molean Society attracted much attention ; while 
the mortality tables he formulated for the town 
became the model for many other places. He 
gave evidence before the University Commis- 
sion of 1851 which was deemed important 
enough to be quoted largely in the Commis- 
sioners’ report. In the following year, failing 
health induced Dr. Greenhill to remove to 
Hastings, where he initiated many sanitary 
improvements, and in the course of the ensuing 
years he distinguished himself as an active 
member of several British and foreign sanitary 
and medical congresses. Nothing in his bene- 
ficent and unseltish career was more creditable 
or more remarkable than his establishment of a 
kind of five per cent. philanthropic company 
called the ‘ Hastings Cottage Improvement 
Society,” which gradually cleared the town of 
its slums, and which still flourishes in every 
respect, although for some years, past it hag 
had to dispense with the founder’s active per- 
sonal supervision. It has been imitated suc- 
cessfully in several other towns, and to one of 
its offshoots, the London Labourers’ Dwelling 
Society, Dr. Greenhill acted as secretary for 
some time. 

His later years were given over to literary 
rather than to professional work. In 1881 he- 
contributed to the ‘‘ Golden Treasury Series” 
an edition of the ‘ Religio Medici,’ which may 
safely be adopted as a model by editors of 
our classics. In recent years he had beem 
preparing, for the Clarendon Press, an edition. 
of Sir Thomas Browne’s tracts, and it is to be: 
hoped that his great collections for the notes 
may be found to have been sufficiently digested 
to render them readily available for use by 
another hand. The ‘Dictionary of National’ 
Biography’ will miss Dr. Greenhill, for up 
to the day of his death he had given much of 
his leisure to the enrichment of that monu-- 
mental work with notices of ecclesiastical and 
medical celebrities, many of them largely com- 
piled from ‘‘ personal knowledge.” 

For several years past Dr. Greenhill’s heart 
had given him trouble and anxiety, and obliged: 
him to curtail many of his physical activities ;. 


| but he was ever cheerful and mentally active,. 


and the knowledge that at any moment the end. 


| might come was faced bravely—the inevitable 


shortness of the day which was far spent, and 
even the uncertainty of the daylight which 
remained, acting not as a hindrance, but as a 
stimulant. The end came as he had anticipated. 
Up to the night of Tuesday week he enjoyed his. 
usual health ; early on Wednesday morning one: 
of his heart-attacks came on suddenly, and in 
little more than an hour he succumbed. To his 
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friends of the younger generations Dr. Greenhill 
appeared to illustrate almost perfectly in every 
respect the traditional ‘‘ gentleman and scholar,” 
and his loss will be felt even more acutely by 
the survivors of his Oxford contemporaries of 
forty or fifty years ago. J. D.C.

THE HOUSE OF OLDENBURG. 
Woodlane, Falmouth. 

It would greatly aid a work of research on 
the lineage of the Counts of Oldenburg, West- 
phalia, if some one who happens to know 
could tell the predecessor or predecessors 
of Theodoric the Fortunate, who was Duke or 
Count about 1423. His son Christian became 
King of Denmark in 1448, the ancestor male of 
the Kings of Norway, Sweden, and Denmark, 
and also of the Emperors of Russia from 
Peter III. to the present Czar. It is said Count 
Theodoric was descended from Wittikind, King 
of the Saxons, the heroic antagonist of Charle- 
magne in the eighth century, but whether by 
male or female descent is probably unknown. 
He married Adelaide, Countess of Delmenhorst, 
and so secured that county, which is and has 
been included in that of Oldenburg. His second 
wife Hedwig, daughter of the Count of Holsatia, 
he married in 1423. Who was Adelaide as to 
lineage? Did Theodoric, who is said to be of 
the ancient Counts of Oldenburg and to have 
‘* recovered their estates,” get Oldenburg as well 
as Delmenhorst by his first marriage ? 

The Earls of Orkney were Dukes of Olden- 
burg in the fourteenth century, and the in- 
ference from this seems to be that Adelaide was 
a daughter and heiress of one of them. Floren- 
tia, a daughter of the King of Denmark, was 
married to one of the Earls of Orkney, who 
then formally held second place in the Scandi- 
navian kingdoms, the official proclaimers of the 
kings (see Torfeeus). Through Adelaide, Olden- 
burg may have passed from one male line to 
another. The point may be very easy to settle. 
It is possible that Theodoric may be of the 
Orkney and not the Saxon male lineage, and 
thus have been Count of Oldenburg in his own 
right, not in that of his first wife, who as 
Countess of Delmenhorst might be his relative 
before marriage. Details of perhaps the most 
illustrious house in Europe must be plentiful, 
especially in Copenhagen and Petersburg. In- 
formation about Theodoric would be a_ boon, 
either through the columns of the Atheneum or 
directly to the above address.

A. J. Scott in the principalship, which he 
held with much success till his resignation 
from failing health some four years ago. 
His main energies were devoted to the 
College, almost his only publication being 
an elementary Greek grammar. 


Messrs. T. & T. Crarx, of Edinburgh, are 
going to bring out a series of commentaries 
on the Old and New Testament, under the 
editorship of Prof. §. R. Driver, Prof. Alfred 
Plummer, and Prof. C. A. Briggs. Archzo- 
logy, criticism, and Biblical theology are in- 
eluded in the plan of the series, but not 
practical or homiletical exegesis.

Our Railways. By John Pendleton. 2 vols. 
(Cassell & Co.) 
Raitways occupy such an important place 
in the concerns and conveniences of every- 
day life that a book dealing with “their 
development, enterprise, incident, and ro- 
mance ”’ is certain to be of interest to a wide 
circle of readers. The book, moreover, 
whilst containing a good deal of informa- 
tion concerning railway progress and the

' leaders of railway enterprise, is written in 


an easy, chatty style, enlivened by anecdotes, 
and is illustrated by numerous views of 
bridges, tunnels, buildings, railway carriages, 
locomotives, and incidents of travel, and by 





portraits of many celebrities in the railway 
world. The book commences with the jn. 
evitable reference to old coaching days, the 
Stockton and Darlington Railway, “ Pug. 
ing Billy,” the energy and perseverance of 
George Stephenson, the competition of logo. 
motives at Rainhill in 1829, the opening of 
the Liverpool and Manchester Railway, and 
the difficulties and adventures of the early 
projectors of railways, and of George Hud. 
son, ‘‘ the railway king.” Short accounts are 
given of the commencement, development, 
and characteristics of each of the main 
English railways in succession, accompanied 
by reminiscences of the men who haya 
chiefly contributed to their success. To the 
London and North - Western Railway the 
first place is naturally given, with its ex. 
tended ramifications and traffic with Ireland; 
whilst the individuality of its late chairman, 
Sir Richard Moon, to whom the foremost 
position of the company is mainly due, is 
the subject of several anecdotes, of which 
the following is a specimen :— 

‘Mr. Moon, ssing through Idesle: 
Banks station, Pg to ly meses 
calling out Tidsley Bunks in the broadest 
vernacular. Summoning the man, he promptly 
gave him a lesson in pronunciation, and on his 
return in the evening, was gratified to find his 
pupil pronouncing Tyldesley Banks with the 
utmost correctness. Just, however, as the train 
was starting from the station, a voice exclaimed, 
‘Lord, there ’s our Sam !’ and promptly a bevy 
of pitmen, in whose ears the unfamiliar sound 
had struck no answering note, tumbled pell-mell 
out of an adjacent third-class carriage.” 

The marvellously rapid conversion of the 
broad gauge into the ordinary gauge, in 
May, 1892, furnishes the most striking 
incident in the career of the Great Western 
Railway; and Mr. Brunel and Sir Daniel 
Gooch are referred toasthechief promoters of 
the development of the line, though in this, 
as in many other instances, the author 
digresses from his subject in relating the 
well-known story of Mr. Brunel’s mishap 
in his trick with a half-sovereign, and the 
connexion of both men with the ill-fated 
Great Eastern steamship. The illustration 
depicting Waterloo Station in 1848 affordsa 
remarkable contrast to its present aspect; 
but the most notable feature in the history 
of the South-Western Railway is the récent 
development of Southampton as a port for 
the American line of steamers to New York, 
and its threatened rivalry with Liverpool. 
In connexion with the South-Eastern Rail- 
way and its communication with the Con- 
tinent, reference is made to the rival 
schemes of the Channel tunnel, bridge, and 
tube, for avoiding the discomforts of the 
sea passage, and providing a connecting 
link with the foreign railways; and Sir 
Edward Watkin figures prominently, not 
merely in relation to the South-Eastern, the 
Channel tunnel works, and the discovery of 
coal at Dover, but also as the organizer of 
the scheme for bringing the Manchester and 
Sheffield Railway into London, and as the 
proposer of the construction of a submarine 
tunnel between Scotland and Ireland for 
the solution of the Irish problem. 

Mr. Pendleton, though restricting himself 
almost wholly to the railways of Great 
Britain, has no lack of works to record, for 
the Menai Tubular, Saltash, new Tay, and 
Forth bridges, the Thames, Severn, and 
Mersey subaqueous tunnels, and the Metro- 
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Jitan and South London railways will 
si comparison with the most remark- 
able achievements in railway construction 
abroad. The Abergele accident in 1868 
and the Tay Bridge disaster in 1879 could 
hardly be surpassed in dramatic incident ; 
whilst the Wigan accident in 1873, resulting 
from the shifting of the switches by the 

intsman during the passage of the train, 
rought into notice a deficiency in safety 
appliances which was subsequently remedied, 
ps the recurrence of such an accident made 
impossible. No doubt, exceptional acci- 
dents like the foregoing, with a few other 

ical ones, are necessary to furnish a 
complete description of railway incidents ; 
put the long list of accidents, occupy- 
ing three chapters, has been unduly ex- 
tended, owing apparently to the fascina- 
tion this tragic side of railway travelling 
has for the author, and is liable to give the 
impression that accidents are frequent in 
England and journeys by railway unsafe. 
Qn the contrary, the improvements in 
signalling and safety appliances have more 
than kept pace with the great increase in 
traffic, so that railway travelling is much 
safer at the present day than it was in the 
thirties and forties, and far more secure 
than travelling by coach, or than tra- 
versing the crowded thoroughfares in 
London. The author, however, does not 
omit to enliven even these sombre pages of 
his book by anecdotes, as in the case 


“of the lady who, travelling between Brook- 
field and Stamford on her first journey by rail, 
was pitched down an embankment, and, crawl- 
ing from beneath the wreckage, asked a_pas- 
senger, ‘Is this Stamford?’ ‘No, madam,’ 
replied the man, who was pinned down bya 
piece of timber, ‘this is not Stamford: it is 
acatastrophe!’ ‘Qh,’ cried the lady, ‘then I 
hadn’t oughter got off here !’” 


The change which has been effected in the 
comfort of railway journeys is most forcibly 
illustrated by the open trucks originally 
provided for the third-class passengers, 
as compared with the third-class dining 
saloons recently added to some express 
trains. Moreover, the contrast is most 
remarkable between ‘‘ Puffing Billy,” the 
“Rocket,” or even a Stephenson engine of 
1831, and an express engine of the present 
day; and also between the speed of the 
trains on the first railways, when the station- 
master could say to travellers arriving a 
little late, ‘‘ Now hurry yourselves; she’s 
not long started, and if you look sharp 
you'll catch her up,” and the present average 
rate. Many other topics of interest relating 
to railways are doused upon, such as rail- 
way rates, the growth of the third-class 
traffic, the railway clearing house, and the 
long hours of railway servants; whilst the 
teader is relieved at intervals from any 
chance of monotony by such thrilling inci- 
dents as robberies, outrages, and murders 
m trains, wonderful tragedies and escapes, 
culminating in the exploits of madmen in a 
signal-box and in railway carriages, and of 
mad engine-drivers in charge of trains. 
A peculiar feature in railway enterprise 
is the armour-plated train, which was used 
for the defence of Paris in 1871, and was 
employed against Arabi’s troops in the 
Egyptian campaign. An extension of this 
system, providing a moving battery of 
heavy guns for coast defence, has recently 


been experimented upon with favourable 
results on the south coast. 

Though a far more comprehensive and 
more systematically arranged history of the 
growth of the railway system in Great 
Britain might have been given within the 
limits of these two large volumes, and much 
more information conveyed by a less discur- 
sive treatment of the subject, the book is 
eminently readable, and will afford the 
general public, in a pleasant way, some 
idea of the history of our chief lines and 
the progress of railway enterprise. Many 
persons, moreover, will peruse these volumes 
who would not care to read a more sober, 
compact, and technical account of railway 
works and development. 











GEOGRAPHICAL NOTES. 

THe news from Lieut. Peary’s Greenland 
expedition is by no means encouraging. Having 
been landed at Bowdvin Bay in Inglefield Gulf, 
the leader of the expedition, with eight men 
and ninety-two dogs, started for Independence 
Bayon March 6th. In the course of forty-five days 
he only advanced 219 miles. The terrible difti- 
culties encountered on the inland ice then com- 
pelled a retreat. On April 18th the party were 
back at the headquarters, having lost sixty-six 
dogs and all the sledges. The Falcon, which 
reached Bowdoin Bay on August 20th, brought 
back Mrs. Peary and her baby, which was born 
in Greenland. 

The first instalment of Lieut. von Héhnel's 
surveys whilst attached to Mr. W. Astor Chanler’s 
expedition will appear in the forthcoming number 
of Petermann’s Mitteilungen. It deals with the 
region around Mount Kenia. Assuming the 
position of Borati on the Upper Tana, as deter- 
mined by Lieut. von Hohnel, to be correct, the 
mountain lies in 0° 10’ 33” S., 37° 19’ 45” E. This 
position is much further west than would have 
been expected from the results of the Mombasa- 
Victoria Railway survey. 

Mr. Stanford sends us a ‘Map of Eastern 
China, Japan, and Korea,’ which should prove 
of service just now to newspaper readers; a 
‘General Map of the United States,’ with all the 
latest railways inserted ; and a ‘ Map of British 
South Africa,’ on a scale of ninety-four miles to 
the inch. All three maps are sections of Mr. 
Stanford’s well-known ‘‘ Library Maps,” care- 
fully revised up to date. On the last, however, 
the Anglo-Portuguese frontier has been incor- 
rectly inserted. It is true that by the treaty 
of June 11th, 1891, a limited territory to the 
west of the Zambezi was assigned to Great 
Britain ; but since the agreement of June 5th, 
1893, the boundary is formed by the Zambezi 
itself and its tributary the Kabompo. 

The third and concluding volume of The Story 
of Africa and its Explorers, by Dr. R. Brown 
(Cassell & Co.), has now been published. In the 
wealth and beauty of its illustrations this volume 
is quite on a par with the preceding ones, whilst 
the text, although avowedly appealing to a 
general public, may be read with advantage 
even by those who have made a special study of 
Africa. Dr. Brown may be congratulated upon 
the completion of this work, and we trust he 
will now find leisure to turn his attention to 
that English version of Leo Africanus which has 
figured for years past in the Hakluyt Society’s 
list of ‘‘ works in preparation.” 

Three parts have reached us of a new Atlas 
Antiquus, edited by Dr. Sieglin, and published 
by the famous firm of Perthes, of Gotha. The 
execution of the maps is beautifully clear. In 
that of Britannia there are too many traces of 
the fables of Richard of Cirencester, and too 
many uncertainties are put down as certainties ; 
besides, we doubt the placing of Britannia Infe- 
rior and Britannia Superior east and west ; but 
otherwise we have no fault to find—indeed, we 
think most highly of the atlas.

Science Gossiy. 

We hear that the literary remains of 
Helmholtz will be edited by Prof. A. Konig, 
of Berlin, a former pupil and collaborateur of 
the great physiologist, and editor of the Zeit- 
schrift fiir Psychologie and of the Verhandlungen 
der Physikalischen Gesellschaft zw Berlin. 

Tue planet Mercury reaches greatest eastern 
elongation from the sun on the morning of the 
19th prox., and will be visible a few days before 
and after that date in the evening, situated in 
the constellation Libra. Venus passes in the 
course of next month from Leo into Virgo, and 
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will be visible in the early morning for a short 
interval before sunrise. Mars will be in oppo- 
sition to the sun on the 20th, and visible the 
whole night in the constellation Aries ; he will 
be in conjunction with the moon on the 15th, 
the day after she is full. Jupiter is in Gemini, 
and rises now about ten o’clock in the evening, 
earlier each night ; he will be in conjunction 
with the moon on the morning of the 20th. 
Saturn will be in conjunction with the sun on 
the 21st, so that he will not be visible in any 
part of the month. 

By a transposition of some words last week, 
our ‘‘ Astronomical Notes” appeared to state that 
the whole of the approaching transit of Mercury 
would take place on November 10th, what was 
meant being that the whole of the transit of 
that day would be visible in America. It may 
be worth while to call attention to the circum- 
stance that the western parts of England, and 
the whole of Ireland, will be better situated for 
this purpose than the neighbourhood of London. 
The eastern parts of Europe will see nothing of 
it; and even at Berlin the sun will set just 
before the transit has commenced.

Ancient Ships. By Cecil Torr, M.A. (Cam- 

bridge, University Press.) 
Mr. Crcit Torr’s book on ‘ Ancient Ships’ 
is the first instalment of an exhaustive work 
on the navigation of the Mediterranean 
between the years 1000 B.c. and 1000 a.p. 
The present volume deals only with the 
structure of ancient ships, that is to say, 
with their shape, rigging, means of propul- 
sion and steering, and the materials of 
which they were composed. The reader 
will not find here any information about 
the economy of a ship, naval manceuvres, 
trade routes, freights, passengers, insurance, 
and other topics which arise so soon as aship 
is regarded as a “ going concern.”’ The text 
of the book is exceedingly short and pithy, 
and, if printed alone, would not occupy more 
than thirty octavo pages ; but the notes and 
appendix are most elaborate and full of 
interesting detail, the references to ancient 
authorities being given at length with com- 
ments and sometimes with excellent emen- 
dations (for instance, in a. 82 7 8’ évrepdvera for 
4 Se ropveia in Theophrastus, ‘Hist. Plant.,’ v. 
7,3). The illustrations are numerous and 
well drawn, and large enough to exhibit 
clearly the facts which they are meant to 
illustrate. Nevertheless, with all this 
apparatus, Mr. Torr does not seem to add 
much to the knowledge accumulated by his 
predecessors. He corrects them, indeed, in 
some small matters: ¢.g., he shows that 
there were fifty-four, and not fifty-eight, 
(vyirat on an Athenian trireme, and that 
the oarsman rowed against-the thole and 
not against the thong of the oar; but he 
leaves the main difficulties connected with 
the structure of ancient ships more obscure 
than they seemed to be before. We gather 
from the preface that he regards this as a 
merit; but we venture to disagree with him. 
Most students of ancient literature desire to 
form a mental picture of a ship, and espe- 
cially a trireme, in action, and if they can- 
not have the whole truth they like to piece 
it out with a plausible theory. Mr. Torr 
will tell them what he knows, or thinks he 
knows, and no more. They must under- 
stand it as they think best. 

The only notable omissions in the book 





are these: practically nothing is said about 
the names of ships, though the naming of a 
vessel seems to be part of its preparation 
for a voyage, and the description of liburne 
is missing from p. 117, although the Latin 
index assigns the word to that page. Occa- 
sionally Mr. Torr’s scholarship seems at 
fault. He suggests (pp. 2 and 3) that the 
word tapods, applied to the oars of a ship, 
is connected with the city of Tarsus in 
Cilicia, as if “‘this city was pre-eminent in 
furthering the use of oars upon the Medi- 
terranean.”’ But rapods, in Greek, means 
any row of straight lines, such as a straw- 
mat or the vane of a feather. (By the way, 
Liddell and Scott seem to be wrong in 
giving ‘‘ the flat of the foot” as one mean- 
ing of tapods. In the passages cited it 
probably means “the instep.” Moreover, 
in Herodotus, viii. 12, it does not mean “ the 
flat of the oar,’”’ but ‘the row of oars,” as 
usual.) Again, Herodotus, v. 33, is not 
sufficient authority for the statement (p. 44) 
that the oar-holes of a ship were big enough 
for a man to put his head through. The 
Greek says that Megabates ordered his 
bodyguard to seize Scylax and Spoor dia 
Cadrapins SueAdvras THs veds Kara TotTo, Ew 
pev xepadiy movedvras éow Se th cGpa, Here 
SueAdvras is commonly said to mean ‘di- 
viding Scylax’s body,”’ but the order of the 
words suggests that dueAdvras rijs veds may 
be taken together, with the meaning ‘‘mak- 
ing a hole in the ship,” just as in Thuc., 
ii. 75, SueAdvras Tov Teixovs certainly means 
““making a hole in the wall.” Elsewhere 
Mr. Torr is inclined to assume too much 
technical knowledge in his readers. For 
instance, he says (p. 76), ‘“‘ The steerer drove 
her [the ship] to port and starboard by 
pulling his oar inboard or pushing it out- 
board, if he steered with one, and moving 
the other in the same direction, if he steered 
with two.” It would seem to a mere lands- 
man that the steering oars should be moved 
in opposite directions, and also that if there 
was only one steering oar, acting as a 
permanent drag on one side of the vessel, 
then there should have been more oarsmen 
on that side than on the other ; however, Mr. 
Torr supplies no assistance in such diffi- 
culties. 

But the chief defect of the book, as was 
suggested above, lies in Mr. Torr’s extreme 
unwillingness to state a theory of his own, 
except on small points, or to mention, even 
with scorn, a theory of any other scholar. 
Thus, he does not treat the ship of Odysseus 
(described in Od., v. 228-261) himself, 
and does not refer to Dr. Warre’s ingenious 
reconstruction of it as a catamaran (art. 
‘‘Ratis ” in the ‘ Dictionary of Antiquities’); 
but we can gather from a note on orapives 
(p. 89) and another on ballast (p. 60) that 
he has no intention of agreeing with Dr. 
Warre. Again, he finds in some authorities 
a statement that Antony had some ships of 
ten banks at the battle of Actium, and he 
finds in Orosius a statement that Antony’s 
ships were enormous, actually floating ten 
feet above the water-line. Putting the two 
statements together, he concludes (p. 20) 
that a ten-banked ship had only ten feet of 
freeboard, and does not care whether the 
statement is credible or not. He is almost 
as curt in regard to the trireme, which 
seems to have had a freeboard of about 
three and a half feet. Dr. Warre, in the

‘ Dictionary of Antiquities,’ adopted Grasey’s 
and Cartault’s theory, according to which 
the oar-ports in a trireme were arranged on 
slanting lines, so that the oarsman of 
lower bank sat immediately behind the 
oarsman of the next higher bank, and go 
much lower that he could extend his arms 
under the seat of the higher oarsman. This 
theory, which Dr. Warre proved to be work. 
able, has the advantage of explaining why 
there were more oarsmen of the highest 
bank (6pavirar) than of the lower, and also 
of confirming the scholiast to Thuc., vi, 31, 
in saying that the thranites had the longest 
oars. Mr. Torr says nothing of this theo 
or of the scholiast. He sees, in what he 
admits to be a careless piece of sculpture, 
evidence that the oar-ports of the third bank 
(Oarapirar) were vertically below those of 
the thranites, and suggests that the thalamite 
sat nearer the centre (7.¢., further from the 
side) of the vessel than the thranite, and 
worked his oar under the legs of the latter, 
Yet, on this plan, it would appear to be 
possible and expedient to have more tha- 
lamites than thranites. If, however, the 
oarsmen: sat in a rectangular gallery, as Mr, 
Torr suggests on p. 48, it would seem to be 
impossible to have more oarsmen on the 
thranite bank than on the other banks, 
Many readers will be annoyed to find a 
question so interesting and so often discussed 
abandoned with a bald statement that 
‘‘there are no materials” for answering it. 

Many more will expect to find in a book 
on ancient ships some explanation of the 
expression trofwvvuvres 76 mAotov in Acts 
xxvii. 17. They have reckoned without 
their host. Mr. Torr explains tro(dpara 
as girding-cables passed round a ship from 
stem to stern and from stern to stem; but 
on the passage in the Acts he has only 
this note :— 

‘‘This obscure statement seems to mean that 
they used expedients which answered the pur- 
pose of the girding-cables. They would not 
find any of these cables on board, for they were 
on a merchant-ship, and these were used for 
warships: nor could they fix them on a ship 
during a storm at sea, for even in a dockyard 
this was a long and troublesome business.” 

It is evident that Mr. Torr has this quali- 
fication, among others, for writing about 
ships, that he is something of a sea-lawyer. 
He will not believe, without documentary 
evidence for it, that the sailors on St. Paul’s 
ship found a spare rope and passed it round 
the hull as tightly as they could. We had 
marked some other passages for comment, 
but they provoke controversy which cannot 
be confined within readable limits. 








Metal Working for Amateurs. Edited by 
F. ©. Young. (Ward, Lock & Bowden.)— 
Decorative Work for House and Home. (Same 
editor and publishers.)—There is in these 
volumes a good deal of practicable and sound 
advice (intended for the humbler order of house- 
owners, who desire to repair their own property) 
as to brazing and soldering metal, gasfitting, 
brass founding, painting, stencilling, and floor 
staining and decoration. Each section of the 
text has been contributed by a practitioner, and, 
the operations being purely mechanical, requiring 
nothing but intelligent industry for their success- 
ful performance, the instructions are not at al 
out of reach, so to say. Yet several of the crafts 
in question require care and caution to be com- 
bined with the amateur’s other qualities ; e.g., a8 
to brass casting, which is not generally dealt 
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with in books of this kind, the warning is sound | 
which says, before you melt brass in a crucible | 
at your parlour stove, ‘‘remove the hearthrug, 
in case you spill any metal and set fire to the 
house.” Exactly so. 

Drawing under the New Code: a Practical 
Guide for the Teaching of Drawing in Elemen- 
tary Schools. By A. De Fresnoy. Illustrated. 
Griffith, Farran & Co.)—It is our conviction 
that the teacher who needs a book to teach him 
how to teach, even when the tiresome and 
shallow ‘‘ Codes” of the authorities are in ques- 
tion, is not worth his pay. Nothing can be 
clearer than that, if such books as this are 
called for, either Mr. De Fresnoy has mistaken 
his vocation, or the so-called ‘‘art masters,” 
who are nothing more than teachers of rudi- 
mentary drawing to children and older boys 
and girls, are really the mechanics and 
dullards artistic opinions hold them to be, 
while their pupils’ brains are still in 
muddled conditions. Inone respect such books 
as this are instructive, where, perhaps, they 
are not designed to be so: by their means the 
average ‘‘ citizen’ and ratepayer, who has some- 
thing else to do than inquire how his contri- 
butions are employed, may guess what is being 
done with his money. Although this concerns 
him much, and will concern him much more, 
he is, at present, only half alive to the facts of 
the case. Thus the ratepayer may guess what 
sort of a teacher it is he is paying when Mr. 
De Fresnoy thinks fit to enlighten him in such 
sentences as the following: ‘‘ Children should 
never be allowed to either write or draw with 
a short piece of pencil.” ‘‘ The use of rubber 
is a necessary evil, but it cannot be done 
without entirely”! ‘*Drawings should be 
made on one side only of the paper.” Of course 
this implies a serious item in the bill for 
drawing of the sort in question, where the 
“students”? are reckoned by hundreds of 
thousands, for nine-tenths of whom slates are 
quite good enough. 


The Antiquary, Vols. XX VI.-XXTX. (Stock), 
is ‘‘fine confused feeding” for the lover of the 
past. Among other useful contents ‘ Holy 
Wells,’ in serial form, by Mr. R. C. Hope, is 
attractive, though we demur occasionally to his 
Celtic derivations. A careful eye is kept through- 
out these volumes upon the freaks of the 
“restorer,” Norwich and Lichfield cathedrals 
affording scope for observation. Short articles, 
as ‘The Devonshire Yeoman’s Diary, 1596-1602,’ 
are full of varied information with regard to the 
usages and manners of our ancestors. 








EXCAVATIONS AT WATTON PRIORY. 


Last week the East Riding Antiquarian 
Society resumed the work they began in 1893 
of exhuming the remains and the ground plan 
of the largest and wealthiest of the houses per- 
taining to the English order of Gilbertines. It 
is the only one that has been investigated. Last 
year it will be recollected that the ground plan 
of the conventual church, with many feet’ of 
walling in some places, was uncovered. The 
church was 208 ft. long by 51 ft. wide, exclusive 
of the irregular-shaped transepts. It was found 
to be divided from end to end into two unequal 
parts by a partition wall, arcaded above, to 
separate the sexes. 

This year a number of navvies made much 
progress during a week’s work. The cloisters 
to the north of the church have proved to 
be about 100ft. square. On the east side, 
nearly joining the north transept, is the large 
rectangular chapter-house. The doorway has 
been ripped out, and in the opening or 
vestibule a small circular limekiln was found, 
which was doubtless put up by the first 
destroyers of the building. The chapter-house 

a singular feature, namely, that the stone 
bench on the north side is raised on a wide 





step, whilst that on the south side is a single 
mch, There is also a raised platform at 


its east end. The great dorter, about 110 ft. 
long, was over this range of buildings on 
the east side, and was supported beyond 
the chapter-house by a vaulted under- 
croft, the bases of whose central piers were 
found. In this warming chamber, or parlour, 
various pieces of coal and charcoal were found 
side by side on the floor level. Beyond the 
dorter, the rere-dorter, of rather small dimen- 
sions, was uncovered. Onthe north side of the 
cloister was also a vaulted building with two 
entrances, the frater or refectory being above 
it. On the west side seem to have been the 
cellarer’s buildings or storehouses, and in the 
angle between that block and the frater stood 
an almost detached kitchen. The hearth and 
ovens of the kitchen were exposed, whilst the 
heap of bones, mingled with oyster and cockle 
shells and potsherds, found outside the walls, 
is further proof of the purport of the build- 
ing. Ifthe monastic buildings had strictly fol- 
lowed the curious and particular rules of the 
order, there would only have been one kitchen 
for the two sexes, the food being passed through 
a turning window into an adjacent apartment, 
termed the domus fenestre, and not immediately 
into either of the fraters. But it would almost 
appear as if this rule had been departed from in 
the later monastic days, and that there must have 
been two kitchens, because it was found impos- 
sible to tie on other buildings on the ground 
plan to the kitchen block, although test holes 
and trenches were dug in all directions. 

In all probability the cloister adjoining the 
church pertained to the nuns, who were twice 
as numerous at Watton as the canons. The 
canons’ cloister and adjacent buildings have 
not yet been found. Possibly they lay to the 
west of the nuns’ cloister, where certainly a 
rectangular space has been enclosed by build- 
ings ; but of these only the rough chalk founda- 
tions or footings, covered with heaps of broken 
roof tiles, remain beneath the sod, showing 
that they have either been farm or store build- 
ings (possibly of timber), or that the ashlar stone 
has been so effectually removed that identi- 
fication of these buildings is impossible. The 
canons were certainly not housed on the south 
side of the church, where there are practically 
no remains, and almost equally certainly not 
to the north of the nuns’ cloister. The ground 
to the east yet remains to be examined, and it 
is hop¢d that the work will be resumed and 
conclyfled in the spring or early summer of 
1895. 

he south chapel of the church, entered 


Ahrough an archway from the nave, which 


was not investigated last year, has been opened 
out, and most of the altar was found standing 
save the top slab, whilst the altar face was still 
tiled with yellow and black pavers arranged 
diamond fashion. The tiles, mostly pattern 
ones, also remained in some parts of the 
chapter-house ; and a variety of detached ones, 
some bearing good patterns not previously 
noted, came to light. The portions of pottery 
turned up are of great variety and interest, 
numbering at least twenty-five distinct kinds. 
They extend from vessels of Norman glaze down 
to an apothecary’s pot of blue and white, 
lettered with the drug or spice it contained, of 
the first half of the sixteenth century. Among 
the more noteworthy of the smaller finds may 
be mentioned two of those rare articles, small 
window-ventilators of lead pierced with beau- 
tiful traceried patterns, and a thin slab of 


polished Nidderdale marble, which served as a ! 
colour palette, and upon which many traces of , 


vermilion are yet visible. 

On Tuesday, September 25th, over a hundred 
members of the East Riding Antiquarian 
Society, who were holding their annual meet- 
ing at Driffield, visited the Priory, when the 
salient points of interest and the more remark- 
able features of the ground plan were pointed 


pleasant to find how willing Mr. Bethell, the 
owner of the site, and Mr. Beckitt, the tenant, 
are to afford every facility for investigating 
this interesting ecclesiological puzzle, which has 
not as yet quite yielded up the secrets that 
surround the arrangements of those few double- 
houses that were peculiar to England. 


‘ROSSETTI AND THE PRE-RAPHAELITE MOVEMENT.’

PERMIT me to reply to a few points, at least, 
in your reviewer's scathing catalogue of my 
literary crimes in his notice of my volume on 
‘ Rossetti and the Pre-Raphaelite Movement.’ 

Your reviewer is mistaken in supposing that 
‘Ecce Ancilla Domini’ was never sent to, or 
rejected by, the Royal Academy. My friend 
Mr. J. A. Vinter distinctly recollects Rossetti’s 
vehement answer to his own friendly inquiry 
as to whether the picture was hung: ‘‘ No! and 
I’ll never send them another as long as I live !” 

In narrating the painting of each other’s por- 
traits by the Brotherhood in 1853, I spoke of 
‘a group of portraits’”—not ‘‘a portrait- 
group.” I used the word exactly as one speaks 
of a group of works belonging to a literary 
period. My authority for the details of this 
incident, and for the order of merit in the 
portraits, is Mr. William Rossetti, of the Pre- 
Raphaelite Brotherhood. 

I am aware that the students at the Royal 
Academy schools were set mechanically to 
copy early Italian work years before ‘Modern 
Painters’ was written ; but the futility of such 
exercises is shown by Mr. Holman Hunt’s own 
admission that he learnt practically nothing of 
art in that institution, and by the similar testi- 
mony of Mr. G. F. Watts, R.A.: ‘‘ Finding 
there was no teaching, I ceased to attend.” We 
have it, further, in Mr. Holman Hunt’s words, 
that ‘‘it was probably the finding of this book 
[the engravings of the frescoes in the Campo 
| Santo at Pisa] at this special time which caused 
| the establishment of the Pre-Raphaelite Brother- 
' hood.” 

I am by no means “‘surprised to hear” that 
Rossetti’s ‘‘desultory course of sketches and 
studies” from 1850 to 1858 ‘‘ includes some of 
his finest, most original and powerful works ”; 
for this is surely what I have said on pp. 104-7, 
115-17, with the authority of Mr. F. G. 
Stephens, of the Pre-Raphaelite Brotherhood. 

Your reviewer says he has ‘‘the highest 
living authority (that of Mr. William Rossetti) ” 
for averring that I ‘‘know no more about 
Rossetti’s religion than is suggested by my own 
inner consciousness.” Do I then know nothing 
of the religion of Shakspeare, of Dante, of 
Keats, because I never ascertained their views 
from their own or their friends’ conversation ? 
If Rossetti’s faith is not to be known by his 
works, it surely cannot have been of a quality 
worth discussion. 

May I add in conclusion that if your reviewer 
had read the preface to my work he would have 
seen that it never purported to be a biography 
of Rossetti, but a critical monograph on a great 
movement and a group of great men ?

Nor long since we mentioned the general 
character of the new edition of Mr. A. Graves’s 
‘Dictionary of Artists,’ and we are now in 
a position to afford further particulars. The 
first edition, which appeared in 1884, embodied 
the Christian names and surnames of the 
artists—some 15,000 in number—who during 
the summers from 1760 till 1880 had con- 
tributed to the galleries of the Society of 
Artists, the Free Society, the Royal Academy, 
the British Institution, and the British Artists, 
and, besides indicating the places in which each 
person resided, it named the first and last years 
of his or her appearance before the public, 
and gave the total of the works he exhibited. 
The new edition is continued on the same lines 
to 1893, and includes the exhibitions we have 
mentioned, those of the Water-Colour Societies, 
Old and New, the Oil and Water- Colour 
Painters exhibiting in Piccadilly, the Port- 
land Gallery, the Dudley Gallery, the 
Society of Portrait Painters, the Grosvenor, 
and the New Galleries, in all about 24,000 
names and cross-references. An idea of what 
all this amounts to may be gained from the 
details concerning Mr. John Absolon, who is 
stated to have beena member of the New Water- 
Colour Society and of the Institute of Painters 
in Water Colours, resident in London, who ex- 
hibited domestic subjects from 1832 till 1889, 





being 16 at the Academy, 7 at the British Insti- 
tution, 22 with the British Artists, 660 with the 
New Water-Colour Society, and 3 in various 
galleries, i.e., 708 in all. The work will be 
ready before long. It is the intention of Mr. 
Graves to present to the British Museum the 
manuscript books from which this dictionary 
has been compiled ; their value will be under- 
stood by those who learn that these volumes 
comprise the titles and dates of all the works of 
art exhibited in London, 1760-1893, grouped 
under the names, alphabetically arranged, of 
all the artists in question.

THE second exhibition of the ‘‘ Photographic 
Salon,” a collection of ‘selected examples of 
pictorial photography,” will be opened to the 
public on Monday next at the Dudley Gallery, 
Egyptian Hall, Piccadilly. The private view is 
appointed for to-day (Saturday). The private 
view of a collection of works by living marine 
painters, at the Museum and Art Gallery, 
Birmingham, also occurs to-day ; the public 
will be admitted on Monday next. 


THE ninth annual ‘‘London and Home 
Counties” trip of the Leland Club is to take 
place under the guidance of Mr. George R. 
Wright on Wednesday next and the two following 
days. Rochester will be visited, and the lately 
discovered temple at Wouldham, four miles from 
the city, on the Medway ; and a visit will be 
paid to the recently discovered remains of 
ancient architecture under a house in the Dean’s 
Yard, Westminster, where have been found also 
some well-preserved frescoes in an apartment 
above, belonging to Canon Wilberforce. 


A portrait by Hoppner has lately been 
added to the Louvre, as well as a landscape 
attributed to Louis Moreau, a portrait of a man 
by Cranach, a Flemish picture of the sixteenth 
century representing the Virgin seated on the 
ground with the dead Christ upon her knees, 
and drawings by Monnier and L. Boivin. 


THe Académie des Beaux-Arts, Paris, is 
about to continue the publication of its ‘ Dic- 
tionnaire,’ begun in 1860, which was stopped 
with the word ‘‘ Eglise.” M. C. Garnier and 
the Comte Delaborde, assisted by a committee 
comprising a member of each section of the 
Académie, will direct the work. 


TuE celebrated archeologist the Chevalier de 
Rossi died at Castel-Gandolfo on the 20th inst. 
He was born at Rome, February 23rd, 1822, 
and was educated there. His discoveries in the 
catacombs not only rendered him famous, but 
excited much antiquarian and _ ecclesiological 
controversy; his ‘Inscriptiones Christians 
urbis Rom’ comprised 12,000 examples. He 
is best known to the British public by his 
‘Roma Sotterranea,’ of which an abridgment 
was published in this country by Dr. North- 
cote, of Oscott.—On the 16th inst. died Prof. 
Fabretti, another well-known Italian archzo- 
logist and Director of the Museum of Antiquities 
at Turin. 


An admirable photogravure of the wooden 
statuette of the Priestess Toui, which is creating 
such general interest just now at Paris, and 
attracting crowds of visitors to the Louvre, is to 
be found in this month’s number of the Gazette 
des Beaux-Arts. The accompanying text can 
scarcely be said to be satisfactory. Instead of 
stating the provenance of the charming little 
figure in a sentence, there is a rambling 
account of its acquisition from an ‘‘ honorable 
industriel, M. N.,” which is misleading, to say 
the least.

NEW ORGAN MUSIC. 

Original Compositions for the Organ, Nos, 
201-215 (Novello, Ewer & Co.), contain 
number of pieces in various styles, chiefly by 
Rheinberger and Hamilton Clarke. Herr 
Rheinberger ranks high as a composer for the 
organ at the present day, and his pieces are 
marked by first-class musicianship and artistie 
feeling. For the most part they cannot be de. 
scribed as easy, being obviously intended for 
skilled executants, by whom they should he 
made effective. The numbers signed by Mr, 
Hamilton Clarke are, on the whole, lighter, 
more directly tuneful, and easier.—The same 
publishers send Nos. 1 to 14 of Organ Arrange. 
ments, by Messrs. John B. Lott and C. Charlton 
Palmer, containing transcriptions of music by 
Dr. Mackenzie, Handel, Haydn, Schubert, 
Schumann, Mozart, Weber, and Beethoven, 
mostly from instrumental works, and in every 
instance noteworthy for artistic taste and know- 
ledge of organ effects; Books 1 to 9 of Organ 
Arrangements, by John Hiles, consisting of 
pieces by Bach, Beethoven, Gluck, Spohr, 
Mendelssohn, Schumann, and other composers 
of lesser note, some of them being scarcely suit- 
able for the organ, as, for example, the allegro 
scherzando from Beethoven’s Symphony in gr, 
No. 8, but all skilfully transcribed ; Book 11 of 
Bach’s Organ Works, edited by Messrs. J. F. 
Bridge and James Higgs, containing the four 
concertos adapted from Vivaldi’s violin con- 
certos; Book 16 of Mr. George Calkin’s Soft 
Voluntaries, containing six melodious and easy 
little pieces ; and Book 8 of Transcriptions from 
Mendelssohn, by Mr. Calkin, containing four 
movements from the composer’s instrumental 
works, one being the andante con moto from the 
‘Italian’ Symphony. 

Messrs. Augener & Co. send Vols. 13 and 14 
of J. S. Bach’s Organ Works, edited by W. T. 
Best, each containing six of the ‘‘ Choral 
Preludes,” with suggestions for tempi, regis- 
tering, &.; Books 49 and 50 of Crcilia, 
collection of pieces in diverse styles edited by 
W. T. Best, the first containing six well-written 
pieces by Edmondstoune Duncan, and the 
second three somewhat more elaborate and diffi- 
cult compositions by the editor; Book 1 of 
March Album, by W. J. Westbrook, consisting 
of marches by many composers, from Tully to 
Cherubini; and three Orgelstiicke, by Max 
Reger, Op. 7, pieces showing a considerable 
measure of musicianship, and apparently modelled 
on the works of Bach. 

The Organist’s Quarterly Journal (London 
Music Publishing Company) continues its use- 
ful existence. The last three issues to hand 
include pieces in various styles, and mostly by 
English composers. 

From Messrs. Schott & Co. we have received 
Deux Piéces, by Edouard Cutler, whose name is 
suspiciously like that of Mr. Edward Cutler, 
whose compositions in various styles have been 
favourably noticed from time to time. The 
first of these melodious sketches, entitled 
‘Oraison,’ is virtually a song without words, 
and the second, ‘Andante Varié,’ is cleverly 
written, with a very effective close. The same 
composer’s Marche Solennelle is a_ brilliant 
piece, with some good pedal work, and suitable 
for any festive occasion. 





INSTRUMENTAL CONCERTED MUSIC. 


Tue volume of new music for pianoforte and 
strings continues to increase, owing to the great 
interest now taken in the study of the violia 
and violoncello by amateurs of both sexes. 
From Messrs. Augener & Co we have received 
a large parcel of recent publications. Vor- 
tragsstudiren is the title of a series of compo- 
sitions for violin by the old masters, edited w:th 
piano accompaniment by Gustav Jensen. The 
numbers at present to hand are a Siciliana by 
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Martini, a Gavotte by the same composer, and 
an arrangement of the delightful Romance in c 
from Mozart’s ‘ Nachtmusik ’ for strings. —Herr 
Jensen’s own Romance in B flat is a somewhat 
elaborate piece, effectively written for both 
instruments, and worthy of attention from 
advanced players —M. Moszkowski’s Five Waltzes 
for Piano Duet, Op. 8, have been arranged for 
iano and violin by Emile Thomas, presumably 
with the composer’s permission. The transcrip- 
tions have been skilfully managed, and the 
waltzes are pleasing in their new guise.—Croquis 
Musicaux, by J. L. Roeckel, is the title 
of six little sketches, of which the first 
book of three is at present to hand.  Ele- 
mentary players on the violin will find 
them within their means, and they are as 
pretty as they are unpretentious.—Book 6 of 
Progressive Pieces for Viola and Pianoforte, by 
Emil Kreuz, Op. 13, contains a Sonata in 
a minor. This isa work in three movements, 
the first and last being full of vigour and 
animation, while the middle section, andante, 
in F, is very expressive. The whole is written 
in a musicianly and modern style, and should 
prove effective in performance.— For the same 
combination of instruments we have transcrip- 
tions of Schubert’s St‘indchen, Ave Maria, the 
Romance from the ‘Rosamunde’ music, and 
Am Meer, by Emile Thomas ; and for violin and 
piano, Danse des NSorciéres, by J. Hoffmann, 
showy, but not difficult ; a fantasia, not unduly 
lengthy, on Robin Adair, from the same pen ; 
and L’ Absence, by Anton Strelezki, a ballad- 
like melody with flowing arpeggio accompani- 
ment.—For violoncello and pianoforte we have 
arrangements by Carl Schroeder of sonatas by 
Bach and Breval, and an original Concertstiick 
from the same pen. This isa brightly written 
and energetic piece in modified sonata form, an 
adagio dividing the principal movement in 
Aminor and major into two sections. The work 
may be described as moderately difficult for both 
instruments.—Leichte Tonbilder ; or, Easy Tone 
Pictures, is the title of a series of unpretentious 
pieces by G. Goltermann, Op. 118. They may 
be regarded as songs without words, and are 
fairly melodious, but the composer has too great 
a partiality for the lowest octaves of the violon- 
cello, and writes persistently in the bass clef. 

From Messrs. Novello, Ewer & Co. we have 
Six Marches, by Schubert, and Six Pieces, by 
J. D. Davis, for violin and pianoforte. The 
marches are transcriptions from the pianoforte 
works skilfully carried out by Siegfried Jacoby. 
Mr. Davis writes agreeably, and his sketches, 
which are named Polonaise, Barcarolle, Sere- 
nade, &c., present no real difficulty to either 
executant. 

For beginners on the violin three trifles by 
Henry Tolhurst, entitled respectively Sweet 
Thoughts, Eventide, and A Riverside Melody 
(Weekes & Co.), may be recommended.— 
Superior to these, but by no means difficult, 
are Berceuse and Bacchanalian Dance, by Ed- 
ward German (Ashdown). The latter of these 
is a bright and taking piece. 





Busical Gossiy, 


A PERFORMANCE in English was given at the 
Crystal Palace last Saturday afternoon of 
Gounod’s ‘Philémon et Baucis.’ Madame 
Fanny Moody sang charmingly as the heroine, 
and Mr. Charles Manners was unexceptionable 
as Jupiter. On a somewhat lower plane, but 
still acceptable, were Mr. John L. Child as 
Philémon, and Mr. Ernest Delsart as Vulcan. 
The invisible chorus was omitted, and the scenic 
arrangements were of an elementary nature. 
Signor Angelo Mascheroni conducted. 

Tue orchestral rehearsals for the Birmingham 
Festival, commencing on Tuesday next, were 
held at Queen’s Hall on Monday and the three 
following days this week, and the whole of 
to-day (Saturday) and Monday next will be de- 








voted to the general rehearsals in the Birming- 
ham Town Hall. Considering the arduous 
nature of the programme, the amount of time 
thus bestowed is by no means excessive, 
although in former days it would have been 
regarded as extravagant. 

WE announced recently the amalgamation 
of the Glasgow Choral Union and the Scottish 
Orchestral Company. The prospectus of the 
concerts at Glasgow during the forthcoming 
season has been issued, from which it appears 
that there will be in all twenty-nine perform- 
ances in St. Andrew’s Hall, extending from 
October 22nd to March 9th, 1895. Mr. Joseph 
Bradley will conduct the choral, and Mr. Hen- 
schel the instrumental concerts. The list of 
works to be performed and of artists engaged 
is very strong, and the subscription prices are 
far below those usually charged for performances 
of similar calibre in London. 


Tue National Tonic Sol-fa Conference will be 
held at Sheffield on Thursday, Friday, and 
Saturday next week, under the presidency of 
Mr. J. Spencer Curwen, assisted, as local presi- 
dent, by Mr. Alderman William Smith. 


‘Hector Berwioz,’ a critical biography, by 
Mr. Sydney R. Thompson, will be published by 
Messrs. Sampson Low & Co. 


THE thousandth performance of Gounod’s 
‘Faust’ will shortly be celebrated at the Paris 
Opéra, and the directors, MM. Bertrand and 
Gailhard, propose to impart special interest to 
the occasion by introducing a scene in which 
the composer shall be glorified in an appropriate 
manner. The veteran M. Ambroise Thomas 
has been approached respecting the music to be 
written for the celebration. 


THE projected performances of Berlioz’s 
masterpieces ‘ La Prise de Troie,’ ‘ Les Troyens 
& Carthage,’ and ‘Benvenuto Cellini,’ under 
Herr Felix Mottl, in Paris, will take place at 
the Eden Theatre between March 15th and 
April 15th next year. It is also stated that in 
the following year the Carlsruhe Kapellmeister 
will direct performances of Wagner’s ‘ Ring des 
Nibelungen,’ ‘Die Meistersinger,’ and ‘ Tris- 
tan und Isolde’ in the French capital. 

THE latest statement with reference to the 
musical labours of the German Emperor is that 
he is engaged on the composition of an operetta 
based on the legend of ‘Wieland the Smith.’ 
Wagner selected this as the foundation of a music 
drama, and completed the scenario, but even- 
tually came to the conclusion that the subject 
was unsuitable for musical treatment. 


THERE will be another series of Wagner per- 
formances in the Munich Hoftheater next 
summer, comprising all the Bayreuth master’s 
works from ‘ Liebesverbot’ onwards, with, of 
course, the exception of ‘ Parsifal.’ 


Tue deaths are announced of Signor Marino 
Mancinelli, brother of Signor Luigi Mancinelli ; 
and of the dramatic soprano Madame Fiirsch- 
Madi, who sang with success in London during 
several seasons.

THE WEEK. 


Prince's THEATRE, BRIsTOL.—‘ A Story of Waterloo,’ a 
Play in One Act. By A. Conan Doyle. 


Asa sketch of character Dr. Conan Doyle’s 
‘Story of Waterloo’ is entitled to high 
praise ; as a drama or a piece to be acted it 
takes lower rank. Its dialogue is happy 
and appropriate, and its termination is 
touching. When seen on the stage, how- 
ever, it appears to some extent manqué, and 
there are scenes which are long and dull. 
Gregory Brewster has performed at Waterloo 
a feat of valour so signal that the memory 
of it, contrary to human wont, has survived 





sixty years, when all who were directly 
benefited by it are dead. In the heat of 
the defence of Hougoumont, when the cir- 
cumvallating hedge constituted a belt of fire, 
he has driven through with the ammunition 
for want of which the beleaguered garrison 
was in sorest straits. For this deed a medal 
has been pinned on his coat by the 
Prince Regent. With the receipt of this 
distinction the career of the hero appears 
to have ended. He has got no 
further honour than the medal and the 
corporal’s stripe, and has taken no apparent 
cognizance of what has been done in the army 
since his retirement. What has been his 
occupation during these long years it 
would be futile to inquire. His interest 
does not extend beyond his own infirmities, 
now acute; his rations; his regiment, the 
3rd (Scots) Guards; and his former com- 
mander ‘‘the Dook.’’ The most amusing 
feature in the superannuated, senile, and 
decrepit hero is his contempt for the 
changes that are forced on his attention. 
What can be the effect of a regiment upon 
parade when the men do not wear stocks ? 
Guns which break in half and load at the 
breech are all very well in their way, but 
when work has to be done Brown Bess will 
be once more called into requisition. A 
forty miles journey by railway (in the year 
1876) strikes him as adventure, and a know- 
ledge of reading moves his admiration. 
Some of these things may be difficult of 
acceptance, but the picture obtained is life- 
like. Others of the details, moreover (those 
especially with regard to the share to be 
taken by the Guards and the “ Dook” in 
the battle of Armageddon and the memories 
which remain of the great fight in which 
he took so distinguished a part), are 
singularly happy. In the end, weary 
of the adulation which in an unwonted 
degree has this day been heaped upon 
him, and at the end of his forces, he dies. 
Faithful to the last to his old and cherished 
memories, he rises from his chair, his eye 
kindles, and his voice regains something of 
its old ring. ‘The Guards want powder,” 
he shouts, ‘‘and by God they shall have 
it.’ At this moment the character attains 
grandeur. Not wholly pleasing is the pic- 
ture of extreme senility, the more uncom- 
fortable features in which were the most 
salient. Mr. Irving’s aim appears to have 
been to convey by finely marked gradations 
the flickering out of the life of one in whom 
prolonged existence was impossible, though 
the conquest by death was not effortless. 
The figure and attitudes were impressive, 
and the whole had imagination. It was not, 
however, quite convincing, the restlessness 
being disturbing and excessive. The cha- 
racter is such as tradition assigns to the 
elder Farren. A portion of the repose with 
which that actor is credited would place 
the impersonation among Mr. Irving’s 
masterpieces. The reception, it is needless 
tosay, was triumphant. Insensible, indeed, 
to the honour conferred upon it would have 
been the great Western city and county, had 
it accorded a less brilliant reception. Miss 
Annie Hughes played prettily as a grand- 
niece of Brewster, and Mr. Fuller Mellish 
and Mr. Haviland took other parts.

Two new performances are fixed for this 
evening. The first will consist of Mr. Scott’s 
adaptation of ‘Odette,’ in which Mrs. Anna 
Ruppert at the Princess’s will take the part of 
the avail (first taken a dozen years ago at 
the Haymarket by Madame Modjeska), and Mr. 
Warner will replace Mr. Bancroft as the hero ; 
the second, of the production at Toole’s Theatre 
of the long-promised ‘ Trip to China Town.’ 

‘CiaupE Duvat’ is the title of a burlesque 
by Frederic Bowyer and Payne Nunn, produced 
on Tuesday at the Prince of Wales’s Theatre. 
It is neither livelier nor in any respect more 
tolerable than other pieces of its class, and 
might almost pass for an ‘‘at home,” with Mr. 
Arthur Roberts appearing a la Woodin in 
various disguises. Mr. Roberts has a quaint 
kind of drollery, and hits off the absurdities of 
the day. Mr. Stevens shows ability, but the 
general performance is of very little account. 

Miss Viotet Hunt has written a short play 
in three scenes which will form part of the 
Christmas number of the Lady’s Pictorial. 

*‘Littte Jack SHEPPARD’ will to-night be 
withdrawn from the Gaiety, which theatre will 
close for a few weeks for alterations. 


THE production at the Criterion of ‘ The Case 
of Rebellious Susan’ is now definitely fixed for 
Wednesday next. Mr. Wyndham will play an 
astute Queen's Counsel, and Miss Mary Rorke 
will be the juvenile heroine. 


An adaptation from Shakspeare by Paul 
Delair is promised at the Renaissance by 
Madame Bernhardt. For the principal cha- 
racter M. Coquelin has been engaged, the 
diva appearing as Prince Hal. M. Coquelin, 
whose acceptance of this engagement has 
caused a flutter in the theatrical circles of 
Paris, will subsequently play (presumably Sosia) 
in a revival of the ‘Amphitryon’ of Moliére ; 
but it does not seem likely that M. Coquelin 
will have an early opportunity of playing 
Falstaff, as Shakspeare is to wait till the 
attractiveness of M. Sardou’s new piece, the 
‘Duchesse d’Athénes,’ for which a long run is 
anticipated, is exhausted.

He was, it is stated, educated at a military 
college in Alsace, and served with the Con- 
federate army in America, losing in so doing an 
eye. His age is given as seventy. A valuable 
collection of dramatic works which he had 
formed was dispersed some years ago. Mr. 
Herman wrote also several novels.
